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FOR THE ADVANCEMENT OF ARCHITECTURE? 


| recent years we have repeatedly urged that methods of recruitment and 

education for the architectural profession be drastically reformed and that 
the examinations leading to registration be regulated to ensure the attainment of 
a standard of competence such as would satisfy the remainder of the industry, 
the building owner, and the public at large. Our thesis has received support 
from many quarters and that most cogently argued came from the report of 
a committee of the RIBA itself under Mr. Donald McMorran’s chairmanship. 
That Institute, however, has still done virtually nothing to repair the defects 
and minimise the dangers inherent in the accepted system. The consequences of 
this deliberate neglect need repetition only for the benefit of those who con- 
sistently deny their existence. 


The easy roads to qualification have resulted in the number of registered 
architects being virtually trebled since 1939 without a corresponding increase 
in the value of work done under architects’ superintendence. All types of 
architectural offices contain a much greater proportion of ‘ architects’ 
than they did before the war and an insignificant proportion of ‘draughtsmen.’ 
In local government and similar authorities with a wide variety of duties, 
‘ architects ’ are much more numerous than solicitors, accountants, engineers 
and other professions with whom they claim parity. The profession has 
increased its bulk by absorbing the lower grades. 


This would not be a serious calamity if those who in other days would have 
been draughtsmen had been trained to the standard envisaged by the Registra- 
tion Act for an architect; the increased competency and efficiency of the profes- 
sion would have been a gain to the whole industry. But the facts belie this 
possibility; perhaps the most eloquent is the demand from within the RIBA 
for an effective Public Relations department to ‘ sell ° the profession. 


A further result of the lowering of standards has been the dissatisfaction of many 
of the more recently qualified who had, during their training, been misled to 
expect rewards and responsibilities in excess of those which their capabilities 
justified. This unrest came to a head nearly three years ago when the annual 
general meeting of the Royal Institute was stormed by younger members who 
made the somewhat illogical demand that the Institute, which is a learned 
society severely limited in scope of action by a Royal Charter, do something 
about a trade union for the protection of architects. As a consequence an 
ad hoc committee was formed with Mr. Richard Sheppard in the chair. Some 
months ago the committee published an interim report suggesting that any 
improvement in the status of the profession must wait until after the compilation 
of facts and figures by additional staff at the RIBA. Since then room and 
money have been found at 66, Portland-place for a new Secretary for Professional 
Relations and an Assistant Secretary who is a statistical economist. Last week 
we published the first fruits of this new growth. Below an introduction by 
Mr. Sheppard were two papers—* Some Thoughts on Professional Status ’ 
and * Future Prospects in the Building Industry.’ This latter can be condemned 
in its own words: ‘ It may be helpful to set out some factors . . . which are 
probably all-too-well known to architects.’ 

While members of the Institute may doubt the value of a document of this 
kind, the value of the first paper is clear, though its basic content is veiled by too 
many words. It acknowledges that there are too many registered architects 
and that any improvement in the prestige of the profession is dependent upon a 
change in systems of recruitment and training. It even includes a homily 
upon the necessity of firmly prescribing and controlling practical training. 

Every inquiry into the ills which beset the profession comes to the same 
conclusions. Soon the RIBA must either accept them and act upon them or 
decline further and run the risk of losing its Charter. The recent ‘democratisa- 
tion’ of the Council to ensure the strong representation of the malcontents 
leaves the issue in serious doubt. 
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Notes of the Week 


City and Guilds Headquarters 


"THE City and Guilds of London Insti- 
tute are making a novel contribu- 

tion to architectural education through 
the building of their new headquarters, 
now going up in Portland-place. Third- 
and fourth-year students of the Schools 
of Architecture at the Regent-street and 
Northern Polys. were recently able to 
hear Mr. Howard Lobb, architect for the 
scheme, outline the planning process and 
also to inspect the contract drawings. 
Later, Mr. David Woodbine Parish, of 
the firm of contractors which is carrying 
out the work, is to speak on the builders’ 
organisation. At monthly intervals the 
students are to visit the site and so 
follow at first-hand the erection of an 
important London building from the 
drawing-board stage to final completion. 
Additionally, a sound recording will be 
made of some of the site meetings, and 
this, with a film-strip which is being 
organised by Mr. Eric Bird, of the Build- 
ing Centre, will be made available for 
educational purposes. Both these pro- 
jects carry architectural education a step 
further forward along practical lines, and 
as such are to be welcomed. Incidentally, 
the foundation stone of the new building 
will be laid by the Duke of Edinburgh, 
President of the Institute, on February 18.

Mr. Loss, busy (with his partner, Mr.

Shell Roofs and Architecture 


ProFEssoR E. Torrosa, the eminent 
Spanish civil engineer and designer, is 
at present visiting this country at the 
invitation of the Joint Committee on 
Structural Concrete to give a lecture on 
‘The Concrete Shell Roof and Archi- 
tecture.’ 

Professor Torroja is deputy general 
vice-president of the International Fede- 
ration of Prestressing, director-general of 
the Instituto Tecnico de la Construccion y 
del Cemento and director-general of the 
Central Testing Laboratory, Madrid. A 
leader in shell roof design, already before 
the war he was making exciting experi- 
ments in concrete shell roof construction. 
The Market Hall in Algeciras, designed 
in the early "thirties, is a flattened dome, 
approximately 160 ft. in span, with a 
33 ft. diameter central opening, carried on 
eight peripheral supports. Twenty years 
later the roof, which has no waterproof 
covering of any kind, was described as 
being perfectly waterproof. 

The grandstand canopy at the Madrid 
racecourse (1934) is a series of doubly 
curved butterfly shells, cantilevered on 


either side of a central support, the whole 
giving the effect of birds in flight. 

Since the war Torroja’s major work in 
building construction has been the Re- 
search Station for the Instituto Tecnico 
de la Construccion y del Cemento, which 
he designed in association with the archi- 
tects Echerigay and Barbero. This exten- 
sive and unusually interesting group of 
buildings is probably best known for the 
white concrete dodecahedron which 
stands in front of the long shell-roofed 
workshops and stores building. 

The lecture will take place at 6 p.m. to- 
day, January 17, at the Friends’ Meeting 
House, Euston-road, NW1. No tickets of 
admission are required. 


Engineering Scholarships 


EVERYONE knows the work done in this 
age by the engineer, whether it be a 
bridge spanning a river, a pipeline in the 
desert, a broad new highway linking one 
town with another, an airport, or a har- 
bour; his works are all round us as mute 
evidence of his skill and imagination. 
Though important in the past, who can 
doubt that it is in the years to come that 
his worth will be fully shown? 

To the young men who are to follow 
and to those whose job it is to train them, 
it is a challenge, and one that is already 
being tackled by those in the engineering 
profession. One of the steps being taken 
to draw youngsters into this important 
field was revealed at a Careers Masters’ 
Conference held on January 10 at the 
Institution of Civil Engineers, Great 
George-street, SWI, by Sir Arthur 
Whitaker, KCB, MEng, president of the 
Institution, who told 114 careers masters 
of a scheme in which from 10 to 20 
scholarships, each valued at between £300 
and £400 yearly, are to be offered to 
enable boys not eligible for State grants 
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to study civil engineering at universities. 

The scheme, the final details of which 
are now being worked out, is a joint one 
sponsored by the Institution of Civil 
Engineers, the Association of Consulting 
Engineers, and the Federation of Civ] 
Engineering Contractors, who were also 
jointly responsible for the conference 
arrangements. 


Other speakers during the conference 
were Sir Christopher Hinton, Sir Alen 
Quartermaine, Mr. J. E. G. Palmer, Col. 
A. C. Newman and Professor J. F. Baker.

As to his con- 
de nnation of diamond panes, I have 
locked through a great number of con- 
temporary illustrations, and find that in 
the 16th century, diamond panes were far 
more common than square ones. 

n general, I think Mr. Fletcher 
W itson’s criticisms are rather niggling. 
It is really not very important whether 
houses are plastered or not, or how they 
are glazed. Those things can always be 
altered. He would be far more helpful if 
he would deal with alterations to funda- 
mental constructions. 

Having worked on Tudor artifacts 
during the last 30 years, I would never 
have the confidence to say such and such 
a practice is wrong. The Tudors were 
not very different from us, and just as 
prone to experiment. 

Mr. Fletcher Watson’s suggestion that 
the National Trust should take over 
Lavenham seems to show how little 
experience he has with the problems 
which come before the Lavenham Preser- 
vation Committee. This body was res- 
ponsible for handing over to the National 
Trust the Lavenham Guildhall group of 
buildings. To do this, an international 
appeal for funds was made _ because 
although the buildings were a generous 
gift of the Quilter family, an endowment 
had to be raised. Who then is going 
to provide the money for buying 
Lavenham’s buildings and for their 
endowments, an amount which would 
Tun into six or even seven figures?

Speed in Building 
To the Editor of The Builder 

,IR,—In a recent letter Mr. Trench 

very appropriately defended the 
builders against certain criticisms which I 
made about various procedures which 
have unfortunately been allowed to 
develop in Great Britain and which do 
unquestionably work to the detriment of 
the owners, the architects, the contractors 
and the mechanics by making building 
take too long to build and making it 
cost far too much. 

Please let me say right away that I 
know from my own personal experience 
that we have some of the best architects, 
builders and mechanics in the world, and 
this is proved by the fact that they are 
able to go abroad and win contracts away 
from foreign competitors. But at home 


here in Britain we seem to have the idea 
that our architects and our contractors 
are mind-readers, and will know what the 
owner wants. Owners are not required 
to give to the architect or the engineer 
absolutely complete and full information 
as to what is needed before the work is 
undertaken. 

Of course there are exceptional cases like 
nuclear structures about which we are still 
feeling our way, but taking typical buildings, 
whether they be apartment houses, factories, 
or skyscrapers, they should be perfectly 
straightforward problems about which the 
owner can make up his mind beforehand as 
to what he wants, and give this fully to the 
architect, who can then have every one of 
his drawings completed before the competing 
contractors are invited to submit their 
estimates. 

Of course I know it is the owner’s money 
which is being spent and he has the right if 
he wishes to spend it in his own way, but he 
cannot then complain because he does not 
get his work done as quickly and as cheaply 
as he would otherwise. To achieve this, it is 
obviously the duty of the architect or 
engineer, whichever is concerned, by every 
means of explanation, drawing or observa- 
tion, to get the owner to make up his mind 
about his exact requirements before the com- 
plete drawings are sent out for tender. By 
completed drawings I mean drawings com- 
pleted right down to the smallest details and 
full sizes as well as of the specialised work, 
electric, plumbing, steel work, etc., which 
come into any large contract. 

The habit of not giving absolutely 
complete drawings—or even when fairly 
complete drawings are given, of including 
specialised sub-contractors selected by the 
owner or the architect, to undertake certain 
items—is a cause of much delay in building 
work. For this work often no competition 
is obtained but a fixed sum is included in 
the estimate which is stated in the specifica- 
tions or bill of quantities, the job being given 
to a contractor who is known to be very 
good on this particular work. The result is 
that ns matter how good the general con- 
tractor is, if he has a number of specialist 
sub-contractors called in in this way, selec- 
ted by other authorities than himself and 
over whom he has no control, if they are 
not right on their toes and keep their work 
up to date he is delayed right down the line, 
and all the preplanning in the world will not 
enable him to get their work done if they are 
quite independent of his control. 

There is no big builder in this country who 
has not had the experience of outrageous 
delays (or who has not seen them inflicted 
on others) due to these specialists being for 
some reason—probably quite a good one in 
its way—unable to keep up with the rest of 
the work. 

I would like to say right here that, given 
the normal opportunities, our builders have 
achieved and will continue to achieve some 
of the world’s records for speed in building, 
but where the owner is slow in giving infor- 
mation or insists on the selection of special- 
ised sub-contractors, delays are almost 
inevitable. Many contractors will know that 
often a quarter of the work and sometimes 
even a half is given out in th’s specialised 
form. 

As far as machinery and mechanising of 
construction are concerned, our people stand 
as well as anybody, but it is no good having 
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machinery if it cannot be used persistently. 
Preplanning is practised, and with great 
success, by many of our leading contractors, 
but again there are a number of our lesser 
contractors who do not take advantage of 
this well-known science of getting the best 
results by thinking beforehand of possible 
snags and arranging to overcome them. 

Standardisation and modular co-ordina- 
tion are two sciences more and more gener- 
ally used, though not as extensively here as 
in some other places. In certain Govern- 
ment work in America modular co-ordina- 
tion is compulsory and the benefits which 
have accrued from the adoption of this 
system of making everything a multiple of 
the 4 in. module are so great that many of 
the leading men who have studied it in the 
USA believe it will be a matter of compul- 
sion there before many years have passed. 

Then of course to build as dry as possible 
helps to speed up completion. 

But another procedure which leads to 
delays and increased costs, where many local 
authorities and Government departments are 
quite serious offenders, is the dilatoriness in 
the payment of bills. A contractor building 
with a time-and-progress schedule, properly 
followed up by constant conferences and 
expediters who bring the ingredients along 
if they are being held up, should submit his 
bills by the 10th of each month and these 
should be paid by the 15th. The final pay- 
ment should be made within 30 days of the 
completion of the work, whether it be a 
large civil engineering job or general con- 
tract of any nature, a bond to safeguard the 
owner being given by the responsible con- 
tractor, guaranteeing correction of any 
defect which may reveal itself later. 

There are cases, examples of which every 
reader will know, wherein various payments 
for buildings are held back for six months 
or even for a year before they are finally 
completed. This is by no means universal, 
but it is sufficiently widespread as to have 
a detrimental effect upon the industry as a 
whole, and when it is realised that about 
£2,000 million is spent annually in Great 
Britain on building and civil engineering, it 
does indicate that we should be wise to take 
every precaution to prevent unnecessary 
waste and unnecessary delays. 

I should like in answer to Mr. Trench and 
those who have commented on my former 
criticism to say again, at the risk of appear- 
ing repetitive, that we have some of the best 
architects, builders and mechanics in the 
world, but if the owners do not give them 
full information beforehand, and do not pay 
them promptly, they cannot do their job, no 
matter how skilled they are, with full credit 
to the nation and themselves.

P.S.—Another cause for delay is the 
terrific number of permits, sometimes up to 
about twenty, that different authorities 
require before the work can be started or 
plans finally passed. These permits do on 
occasion take anything for six months to a 
year to get approved. This is a useless and 
needless waste of time and could, by concen- 
tration and common sense2, be materially 
reduced, thus contributing to the speed of 
completion of a large undertaking. It is the 
system and not the individuals that are at 
the root of the problem.

HE design of this building was the subject 
of an open architectural competition won 
by the architect in 1948. Detailed develop- 
ment of the scheme was initiated immediately 
after the competition award although it was 
not until early 1953 that construction was 
able to be started upon the granting of a 
building licence. The building has been 
occupied in stages, beginning in September, 
1956, and all the accommodation above 
ground floor has been in use since March, 
1957. The whole job was virtually completed 
in June, 1957. 
There were exceptional problems in creating 
a building on a difficult site; somewhat 
cramped—a rectangle about 180 ft. x 130 ft.— 
for all the accommodation required to be

provided, and not an open one, but sur- 
rounded on three sides by narrow streets; 
while on the fourth it adjoins Sir Edwin 
Lutyens’ YWCA building. 

The plan is developed about three sides of a 
large central courtyard with the building 
roughly following the street alignments. The 
fourth side of the courtyard is closed by the 
YWCA, ‘ E’ shaped on plan, with the middle 
stem of the ‘ E ’—flanked by narrow light- 
wells—coming axially on the courtyard. 

The party wall of the YWCA is used as the 
support for the memorial wall which fills 
this side of the courtyard entirely. The 
building is virtually organised about the wall. 
The wall itself, of deep Genoa green marble,

The conference hall, at basement 
level, is approached from the street 
foyer by a broad, straight staircase in an 
open well passing under the main 
entrance portico. The staircase links 
with a lower foyer repeating the 
memorial hall form above. This lower

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conference hall by sliding fully glazed screens. The 
hall is seated beneath the courtyard floor and extends 
under the north and south side wings of the building 
over having a clear width of 95 ft. The memorial hall 
and lower foyer are connected by a fully glazed 
horseshoe staircase disposed on the memorial wall 
axis of the building. The conference hall, its foyers, 
circulation, cloaks, etc., are planned to function as an 
entirely self-contained unit so that it may be let to 
outside bodies without the user entering the TUC’s 
private portion of the building above. The roof of the 
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conference hall is glazed overall with hexagonal 
coffers forming an integral part of the completely 
exposed welded structural steel space frame. The 
daylight factor in the hall is as high as anywhere else 
in the building under natural lighting conditions. 
Each of the 172 coffers has its own lighting point and 
the escape of artificial light through the triple glazed 
roof units gives the courtyard floor a pavement of 
luminous hexagonal flags. At night the light 
illumines the courtyard to the full height of the 
building.

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ww structural problems usually arise directly from 

the planning and therefore are inherent in the 
architectural conception. Such problems are not only a 
challenge to the engineer’s skill but, when intentional, are 
the architect’s complement to the engineer’s ability. 


The Conference Hall is a particular example. It was 
necessary for the Conference Hall to extend sideways 
beneath the Great Russell-street and Bainbridge-street 
wings of the building without obstruction by any vertical 
supporting structure to the courtyard walls above. It 
was implied, therefore, that this supporting structure 
should stop at the ground floor. The competition design 
assumed cantilevers at this level but detailed analysis 
showed that there was insufficient space available to 
accommodate the necessary structural section. An 
alternative method of supporting the courtyard walls was 
devised by exploiting the concrete spandrels which were 
necessary below the window cills for fixing the cladding. 
By modifying their shape slightly these spandrels were 
transformed into beams spanning the 54 ft. 3 in, clear 
distance between the flanking walis to the staircases.

These upstanding beams which began at the first floor 
level, presented no particular design problems. The only 
doubtful point was the lack of obvious restraint to the 
compression flange but it was considered that this would 
be provided by the vertically continuous 10 in. by 5 in. 
concrete mullions occurring at 3 ft. 103 in. centres. 


To avoid all the load being transferred through the 
mullions to the bottom beam they were not formed until 
the propping to the beams being constructed immediately 
above had been struck. No vertical structure was necessary 
between the ground and first floor, a modification which 
the architect welcomed as it removed at least three possible 
columns which would intercept the storey height glazing. 
The ground floor slab was easily supported by a close 
centered system of cantilever beams which could be 
contained within the falsework to the sides of the Confer- 
ence Hall ceiling beneath the ground floor over. 


The geometry of the Conference Hall roof (Fig. 1) 
was determined by architectural considerations and its 
detailed structural solution followed on from the decision 
to make it into a simple span parallel to the wings. The 
structure was considered to be statically determinate and 
the unbalanced thrust which occurred at the changes 
of direction of the edge compression flanges to be 
resisted by the concrete sides. These concrete sides were 
cast after the roof steelwork had been erected and whilst 
it still remained propped. Subsequent differential vertical 
movement of the roof and the sides was allowed by the 
introduction of vertical sliding plates faced with graphitised 
bronze. 


Relative deformation of the various elements comprising 
a structure in reinforced concrete is of consequence in 
the structural analysis. A simple example is to be found 
in the projecting flank on the Dyott-street elevation above 
the car entrance ramp to the garage (Fig. 2). The wall 
at the first floor level could not be supported at its outer 
extremity by a column because the column would interfere 
with the ramp underneath and neither could the wall 
continue back to the main face of the building over the 
interior column as it would have interrupted the natural 
lighting of the library inside. Consequently the wall was 
considered as a diaphragm cantilevering from the beam 
and column framework in line with it, taking into account 
the restraining effect of the roof slab at the second floor 
level which continued around the Bainbridge-street front. 


A further example of the effect of structural deformation 
and stress distribution is contained within the structural 
system supporting the Great Russell-street elevation. In 
effect the structural mullions and floor edge beams form

an elastic network in which the distribution of the vertical 
load will be determined by the manner in which it is 
applied, the way in which the network is supported and 
the relative stiffness of the members. If the load is applied 
evenly and the mullions are supported uniformly, the 
relative stiffness does not matter and each mullion will 
carry the same share of the load. The support conditions 
at the first floor level, however, are main columns spaced 
at 15 ft. 6 in. centres and set back 3 ft. 6in. In consequence 
the support to the mullions is far from uniform and, 
due to the adverse relationship between the stiffness of the 
edge beam at the first floor level and the stiffness of the 
edge beams above this level, the major portion of the load 
would be taken by the mullions closest to the columns. 
To ensure a more uniform distribution of the load it was 
necessary to reduce the inertia of the upper edge beams, 
but it was not possible to achieve a permanent reduction 
because the upstanding portions of the edge beams were 
necessary for fixing the cladding slabs. However, by 
casting the upstands after the main structure had been 
completed, at least uniform distribution of the dead load 
was obtained and the 10 in. by 5 in. mullions were not over- 
stressed. It was not possible to obtain a uniform load 
distribution through the mullions under all loading 
conditions. 


To avoid hampering the construction of this elevation, 
it was decided to erect the marquise at the first floor level 
after the main structure was completed. As the architec- 
ture also required that the structural elements forming 
the marquise should be as slender as possible, and in 
concrete without any applied finish, it was decided to make 
this cantilever framework by prestressing precast ribs 
against the face of the building using anchor plates 
previously built into the main first floor construction 
(Fig. 3). 


Constructionally the major effort took place below the 
ground floor level where the planning required a base- 
ment, a sub-basement and a lower sub-basement. These 
requirements implied retaining walls about 40 feet deep. 


The construction of deep retaining walls in built up 
areas is not unusual and to reduce the inherent risk it is 
quite normal to install steel sheet piling before excavation 
begins so that the face to be retained is not exposed by the 
excavation and is safely sustained during the building 
of the permanent wall. The steel sheet piling can either

be freestanding or strutted during the construction and 
can either be left in or withdrawn when the work is 
completed. Withdrawal and installation of steel piling 
is a noisy business and on occasions has caused certain 
difficulties on sites in Central London. Usually withdrawal 
also means backfilling which can prove unsatisfactory if the 
backfilling material is not properly placed and adequately 
consolidated. 


Having regard to these factors and also the steel supply 
position which prevailed at the time, consideration was 
given to the possibility of using bored in situ concrete 
sheet piling not only to replace steel sheet piling but also 
to form part of the permanent construction. This con- 
ception was achieved economically and without any undue 
difficulties arising in the following manner (Fig. 4). 


_1. From the existing ground level within the site 17 in. 
diameter bored in situ concrete sheet piles were installed, 
reinforced to provide the tension reinforcement required 
in the permanent retaining wall. This reinforcement 
projected above the piles. 


2. The piles were extended upwards by a 12 in. reinforced 
concrete wall which tied them together, closed off the 
existing vaults and retained the road. 


3. A 14 ft. wide trench was excavated to the underside 
of the base to the upper wall. The trench was strutted 
at three levels and to control the forward movement of 
the sheet piles the struts were jacked into position and 
then wedged. On completion of the excavation a semi- 
circular chase 2 in. deep and about 12 in. high was cut 
around the exposed face of each pile at the bottom of the 
trench (Fig. A). This chase exposed the four rings of the 
special 3 in. diameter mild steel helical binding. These were 
cut and the two ends of each helix were straightened and 
extended by welding on to them 4 in. diameter bars 4 ft. 
long. These bars projected into the base and formed the 
splice of the main reinforcement. 
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4. The base slab 45 in. thick was cast with a 4 ft. upstand 
and the bottom trench strut was removed. 


5. The concrete in front of the sheet piles was then 
placed to form the compression element of the wall. Only 
nominal shrinkage reinforcement was provided in this 
front face and although sufficient bond was probably 
achieved by direct contact horizontal shear transfer was 
ensured by intermittent chases cut into faces of the piles 
exposing single helices which were extended in a similar 
manner to (3) above. 


6. The upper dumpling was removed and 19 in. diameter 
bored in situ concrete piles were installed at the toe of the 
base to the upper wall. 


7. The base of the upper wall was extended to cap the 
lower sheet piles and ensure their structural continuity. 


Operations 8, 9 and 10 were in principle similar to 3, 
4 and 5 and on completion of the wall the remaining 
dumpling was removed down to the topside of the base 
to the lower wall. 


After blinding, asphalt tanking was laid and the main 
raft slab constructed. The foundation raft was a uniform 
thickness of 36 in. with nominal reinforcement top and 
bottom in each direction and additional pads of rein- 
forcement in the bottom at particular column points where 
the load exceeded approximately 250 tons. The maximum 
bearing pressure was determined by a detailed site investi- 
gation and laboratory analysis of undisturbed samples of 
the bearing strata; generally the net bearing pressure did 
not exceed 3 tons per square foot. 


It was necessary also to underpin some of the foun- 
dations to the YWCA building. This work was carried 
out in a conventional manner without undue incident. 
The only other complication on the site was an existing 
boiler house which had to be maintained in working order 
whilst being extended and incorporated into the new

1 Output statistics in the tables and 
charts still relate to a period before 
the increase in the Bank rate, but tliey 
begin to show trends which will have been 
intensified by that increase. New hous ng 
work had for some time fluctuated narro\ ly, 
giving no certain confirmation that the 
load of work had begun to fall; but in the 
third quarter of 1957 it fell, for no apparent 
seasonal reason, 6 per cent. below the level 
of the second quarter. Net output, which 
had been at £61 million per quarter for 
over a year, fell to £58 million (in 155 
prices). 

The labour force on housing work was 
350,000 in April 1955, and only 293.000 
in October 1957. Up to the middle of 
1957, the fall in the labour force gave, 
with constant total net output, a rising net 
output per man-month, and the usage of 
materials per man-month was in general 
rising. Both of these trends have been 
reversed in the third quarter. Although one 
must not lay too much stress on the results 
of a single quarter, it would appear likely 
that labour productivity on housing work 
is declining again. 

As housing begins its decline from the 
plateau, new non-housing work has ended 
its rise; the peak of output appears to 
have been in the second quarter of 1957, 
but it is not certain whether the load of 
work is declining or constant. The labour 
force on this work has been almost 
constant, and there have been no definite 
trends in productivity. The volume of 
repair and maintenance work appears to 
have been fluctuating at a somewhat lower 
level than in 1956, and here also there are 
no definite trends in productivity. 

We asked last quarter whether, with a 
lower volume of work, building prices 
would tend to fall (due to a cutting of 
margins and keener competition) or to rise 
(due to lower productivity at a lower scale 
of output). For a small downward change 
it was likely that the decline in productivity 
would prove the more important, and that 
prices would in consequence rise by more 
than seemed justified by material and 
labour costs. The table of prices does not 
yet enable us to test this hypothesis. It is 
true that prices are shown as_ rising, 
between the second and third quarters, 
by rather more than we had expected; but 
the surprising figure is a two-point jump 
for new non-housing work, on the basis 
of an increase of one point in the index 
for labour and less than a point for 
materials. 

The fact is that it is no use looking af 
these price statistics for the effects 0! 
uncertain short-run productivity changes 
the long-run effects are, of course. clea 
enough—since 1952, housing prices ha\é 
risen 10 per cent., but the correspwndin 
materials have risen by 12 per cen. an 
labour costs by some 36 per cent. pe” mat 
hour. 

This is the season at which last soring 
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INDEX OF GROSS OUTPUT AT CONSTANT PRICE? 
(the volume of work ) 
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increases in wages in various industries 
work their way through to the retail price 
index, and thus begin to provide the 
supposed justification for the next increase. 
It is certainly disappointing that retail 
prices should have continued their inexor- 
able rise in a year in which imported 
commodity prices have been declining; and, 
contrary to the belief of some, it would 
appear that the rise of rents is not yet a 
major influence on the index. 


For the last few years, the building 
trades unions have had a strong argument 
for wage increases based on the rising 
productivity of the industry. If that 
productivity is now constant or declining, 
due to the disturbing effect of Govern- 
ment policy (and not to any shortcomings 
of the workers), does this constitute an 
argument for refusing a wage increase? 
And if one occurs, for cost-of-living or 
other reasons, will the building owner 
refuse to pay higher prices and decide to 
wait, or will he alter his specifications to 
save money, or will he merely grumble and 
pay up? 

There are different answers for different 
parts of the industry; and a great deal may 
turn, in the next few months, on the 
proportion of the industry’s work which 
turns out to be genuinely postponable.

INDUSTRY AND COSTS 


‘We Shall Suffer,’ says President 


ME. JOHN E. WILLS, president of the 

Stock Brick Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion, in presenting his annual report recently 
stated: ‘Our present position is not with- 
out anxiety. The policy of HM Govern- 
ment, in its very proper determination to 
curb inflation before it reaches the stage of 
economic disaster, cannot but have in- 
creasingly depressing effects on the building 
materials industries over the next few 
months and we shall suffer accordingly. 
Capital investment is being restricted and 
we shall have to carry stocks during a 
period when it will be expensive and very 
difficult to finance them. 

‘Our sales have been well maintained 
this year and the position with which we 
may soon be confronted is only fore- 
shadowed to a limited extent in the statistics 
at present available to us. Obviously the 
circumstances of the building and civil 
engineering industries are such that there 
must be some delay between application and 
effect of the present policy.’ 

Continuing Mr. Wills said: ‘Since the 
period of recession is governed by so many 
factors, its duration can be no more than 
a matter of conjecture at the present time. 

*In due course very considerable build- 
ing investment must be undertaken in this 
country if its standard of life is to be main- 
tained; industry and its ancillary services, 
such as transport and power, must be ex- 
panded. We can play our part if we con- 
tinue to market products of high quality at 
a fair price, but we must bear in mind that 
we must be prepared to meet not only the 
competition of non-traditional materials, but 
also the competition from Continental 
materials which may well be imported under 
the umbrella of European Free Trade.’

Hampstead Civic Centre 


HAMPSTEAD BOROUGH COUN- 

CIL, at their meeting on January 23, 
will have before them a recommendation 
of the planning committee that Mr. 
Basil Spence, OBE, ARA, ARSA, 
be appointed architect for the scheme for 
a new Civic Centre at Swiss Cottage. 

In their report to the Council, the plan- 
ning committee explain in some detail 
why they consider the direct appointment 
of an architect for the scheme preferable 
to holding an architectural competition. 
Before coming to a decision, the com- 
mittee obtained the views of other 
authorities who have built civic centres 
in recent years and ‘the buildings which 
appeared most satisfactory and were 
represented to us as such were not those 
resulting from public competition.... 

‘Finally, say the committee, ‘we are 
convinced that architects of the eminence 
and calibre which we would consider 
Hampstead desires for its new Civic 
Centre, are not likely to enter for an 
architectural competition. We have, 
therefore, chosen an architect who has 
a national and indeed international 
reputation....We feel that he will pro- 
duce a design which will be both 
functional and imaginative, and will at 
the same time have artistic merit.’

Blenheim Paiace Restoration 


To the Editor of The Builder 


GIR,—In your issue of January 3 you 

refer to the long-term results of 
using iron cramps in stonework, in this 
case at Blenheim Palace. 

These results are well known and the 
subject of frequent comment, and yet 
iron (or steel) is the standard reinforcing 
material in concrete, and concrete is— 
with few exceptions — little more water- 
proof than stonework. 

Should not we expect, therefore, similar 
long-term effects — spalling or cracking, 
followed by further rusting. of the 
reinforcement, followed finally by 
collapse — in reinforced concrete 
structures? 

One need not go far to find proof that 
this is in fact happening—it is rare to 
see any concrete fencing posts of any age 
which do not. provide frightening 
evidence. 

In fact, such examples seem to indicate 
the probability that any reinforced con- 
crete building, unless its design and 
execution are of the highest standard, and 
ali possible precautions taken to prevent 
rusting of the reinforcement is likely to 
be a dangerous structure before it is 50 
years old. 

The views of other readers might be 
interesting.

With modern 
methods of steel protection available, 
there seems little excuse for storing up (or 
should one say walling up?) eventual 
trouble.

Private Work by Officials 
To the Editor of The Builder 
S|R,—The reasoning of your corre- 
spondent ‘Local Government Officer’ 
on this subject (January 3) is difficult 
to follow. First, he states that his own 
local authority bans private work by its 
employees and that, naturally, he has not 
undertaken any. Good! Then he says 
that the work offered is generally such 
that architects and quantity surveyors in 
Private practice would not wish to accept 
it. Then he suggests that it is important 
enough for drawings to be prepared by 
an architect, with an accurate bill of 












































































































quantities. Really, where are we? If 
the work is not worth the attention of 
professional men, why go to all that 
trouble? If, however, it is really impor- 
tant, that, surely, is an argument against 
its being handled in a hole-and-corner 
manner by some assistant in the borough 
surveyor’s Office. 

Then your correspondent goes on to say 
that your picture of ‘local government 
employees looking forward to pensions and 
enjoying security while those in private 
practice are engaged in a battle for sur- 
vival’ is misleading and untrue. The words 
quoted are not a fair summary of your 
argument, but if they were, would the pic- 
ture be substantially untrue? If, as he 
asserts, ‘security depends primarily on an 
individual’s own ability and the economic 
conditions of our country,’ why do so many 
seek official employment? If these people 
are so keen on private work let them resign 
their safe jobs and get into private practice, 
with all its anxieties and uncertainties. 

Let me bring the issue home personally 
to ‘Local Government Officer.’ Suppose it 
were possible for his authority to bring in 
a private practitioner to do half his work 
and deprive him of half his salary! What 
would be his attitude? I imagine that he 
would protest pretty strongly, and I should 
not blame him. But, of course, such a 
thing could never happen because the local 
government officer, like the civil servant, 
has a safe job for life so long as he behaves 
himself. 

I can assure ‘Local Government Officer,’ 
if he is not already aware of the fact, that 
one of the greatest worries of the private 
practitioner is to ensure a steady flow of 
work into his office. Some are never quite 
certain where the next job is coming from, 
and these are mostly the men whose liveli- 
hood is to be further threatened by the 
filching of private work by local govern- 
ment employees. I hope that all local 
authorities may soon follow the example 
of your correspondent’s and ban _ this 
objectionable practice.

ANOTHER PP.

GQIR,—This is a topic which inevitably 

rears its shaggy head periodically 
and no doubt will continue to do so while 
laws and regulations remain more or less 
as at present. 

Its importance tends in most instances 
to be over-dramatised, and is usually 
related to the local current relationship 
which happens to exist between the 
overpaid, idle and degenerate architec- 
tural public servants and the highly enter- 
prising, self-determined and_ starving 
private practitioners. Much of. this 
coveted work is of a trivial nature and 
would seldom in any case find its way to 
a private office: few of the dogs, so eager 
to snap at these shadowy bones, would 
return for or seek a second helping. The 
type of client which is apt to be encoun- 
tered in this nefarious field as a rule 
leaves much to be desired, and the idea 
that the population abounds in opulent 
dilettantes with a predilection for the 
spare-time services of local. government 
architects ‘is almost a complete myth. 

Apart: from this, there is another aspect 
of the subject which might more profitably

engage somebody’s attention, and that is 
the situation wherein some of those hapless 
clients find themselves involved with local 
town planning and by-law officials. 

There must be quite a number of cases in 
which such exasperated officials insinuate 
to these unfortunate and _ frequently 
ignorant parties that they should employ 
an architect to prepare their submissions 
for them; these parties, being thus ignorant, 
imagine themselves to be under some legal 
compulsion so to do. This is not, in fact, 
true, although it would be much more 
convenient for the officials if it were so. 
Officials are only entitled to demand the 
information specified in the by-laws and 
town planning regulations; they are not 
entitled to bring any kind of pressure to 
bear upon an applicant to employ an archi- 
tect by means of any threatened innuendo 
that failure to do so may jeopardise the 
success of the submissions. Such conduct 
is quite unconstitutional as the laws stand, 
and the matter should be made known. 

However, if it is the intention to make 
our physical environment less hideous than 
it already is, it might be desirable to amend 
the laws; but until the laws are amended 
let us play to the whistle and without com- 
ment suffer the enthusiastic amateur to 
submit his four-dimensional plans and 
elevations on graph paper and the like, 
provided they contain the prescribed data; 
because, for better or for worse at the 
moment, this is his inalienable right.

IR,.—yYour editorial of December 27 
last is provocative, especially for 
the season of the year, and deserves an 
answer. It is, of course, not restricted 
to architects and surveyors and therefore 
has wide implications. The suggestion is, 
that members of professional bodies, who 
are fully qualified and accepted into the 
profession, who pay subscriptions to pro- 
fessional societies (which in many cases 
they are unable to claim for tax pur- 
poses) and perhaps take out annual 
practising certificates are precluded from 
fully exercising their chosen profession. 
The fact that they are empleyed by local 
authorities, of necessity, restricts their 
private activities. 
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It is respectfully suggested that, 
whether or not their service contract with 
their employers limits their activities, 
these are no concern of anyone else. Most 
local authorities take a reasonable view 
and, if they have in fact imposed restric- 
‘tions on the officer’s appointment, do not 
enforce them, unless the officer abuses 
his ition. 

In the editorial it was stated that local 
government officers enter the official ser- 
vice of their own free will and know the 
scales of salaries they will receive. This 
is not strictly correct. Nowadays new 
entrants appreciate the salary structure 
and consequently do not enter the local 
government service. There is a great 
shortage at the bottom of the scale and 
this augurs ill for the future. Those 
who entered just before the war entered 
into a service with prospects equivalent 
or better than those outside. Over the 
years, the salaries have not kept pace with 
their expectations and with those of their 
fellows in private practice. 

The main disadvantage, of course, of 
the salaried man, which is crippling in 
modern times, is that he cannot claim 
expenditure for tax purposes. A chief 
or senior official of a local authority has 
to maintain a high standard of living, 
may have to entertain as an incidental 
function of his appointment, yet these 
things cannot be claimed, but those * who 
face the vicissitudes of competitive life’ 
do so in a repeatedly changed Jaguar. Far 
be it from those in the public service to 
suggest that expenses are not permissible 
but only to suggest that they should be 
spread more evenly over the community. 

The idea of local government mono- 
poly in security is definitely prewar. Now 
more and more arrangements are made 
for pension schemes in private firms and 
in industry. The local authority official, 


unlike the civil servant, does contribute - 


to his superannuation, a fact that does 
not appear to be generally known. The 
local authority official in practice usually 
has security of occupation, which is based 
on no law but merely accepted practice, 
but is not that common to any number 
of employees in established firms? 


The point, of course, was raised as to 
the embarrassment which can arise for a 
client and his full-time official architect 
in the event of proceedings in a court of 
law or before the official referee. The 
architect or other professional man should 
fulfil completely his obligations to his 
client. He should not take on work 
which is calculated to bring him into pro- 
eeedings which he cannot face.. Such 
occasions -must be relatively rare and 
rarely protracted. Their importance 
should not be exaggerated out of propor- 
tion. If the officer is prepared to spend 
his leave before the official referee, that 
is his choice. If he has not the courage 
to face the public, he should know his 
limitations and not go outside his local 
government duties. 


Finally, it appears necessary to dispel 
the impression that, because a man is em- 
ployed in public service, whether civil 
or local. government, he is- allowed to 
have no personality outside that service. 
The spirit of private enterprise is not 
peculiar to those in competitive life and 





it is essential for the nation that it gets 
the fullest expression.’

GIR,—Mr. Philip S. Scrase and the 

other signatories to the letter on this 
subject which appeared on page 79 of 
your last issue seem to have read more 
into your leading article of December 27 
than it contained. This was based on the 
practice of members of the staff of a 
certain borough surveyor ef doing in their 
own time work on behalf of members of 
the public. You did not suggest that 
any of these officials were qualified archi- 
tects. Many assistants on the technical 
staffs of local authorities are not fully 
qualified men. Why should Mr. Scrase 
and his friends jump to conclusions? A 
correspondent in your issue of December 
13 certainly referred to private work done 
by a ‘full-time official architect,’ but 
presumably he was speaking of what he 
knew to be a fact. 

Then I note that your correspondent, 
Mr. S. H. Statham, suggests that other 
inroads on private practice are more 
dangerous and should be kept in mind. 
That may well be so, but is there any reason 
why the one to which you have recently 
drawn attention should not be investigated? 
Much of this work, as you said, is carried 
on sub rosa. No one knows its full extent. 
I suggest that this is something that might 
well be looked into by, the organisation 
recently set up by the RIBA to inauire into 
the structure of the architectural profession.

IR,—The editorial article in your issue 

of December 27 is, in my opinion, a 

gross interference with individual liberty, 
and I would comment as follows: 

If a private practitioner wishes to make 
a larger income, he takes on work irre- 
spective of whether it can be done in 
“normal working hours,’ and it is entirely 
his affair if he chooses to work during 
evenings and week-ends. The accusation 
in your Editorial is made specifically 
against local authority officials, but is 
there any reason for private practitioners 
to assume that their own staffs do not do 
likewise? 

Any plans, etc., submitted by a local gov- 
ernment officer are subject to all necessary 
and statutory inspections and approvals, and 
there is no question of any special privilege 
being granted to him or to the person on 
whose behalf the application is made. 
Many LGOs in categories other than archi- 
tects and surveyors augment their incomes 
by evening work, either casual or regular, 
such as, for instance, teaching typing and 
shorthand, etc. The tradesmen working on 
buildings (plumbers, carpenters, decorators, 
etc.) frequently do ‘spare-time’ work, but 
the architectural or surveying assistant 
should, it seems, be penalised in this respect. 

The arguments advanced in your fifth 
paragraph are open to question, as the LGO 
might equally retort that the private prac- 
titioner chose his way of working of his 
own free will. The latter also gets a very 
fair share of loca] government building pro- 
jects, etc., apart from the colossal amount 
of non-official private and commercial work 
which has been proceeding for many years. 
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Further as regards -security, in times of 
economic and financial crisis it is often the 
‘ official’ staffs which are the first to be 
‘ pruned.’ So far as a pension is concerned, 
there is no question that the benefit of this 
is taken into account by the employers in 
fixing salary standards, nor should it be 
overlooked that the LGO himself contri- 
butes six per cent. of his salary, represent- 
ing a very considerable sum over an 
extensive period of service. 

Para. 1 of the Editorial states that the 
LGO’s activities complained of are legal; } 
would add that if the officer is competent 
and/or qualified, the client has no morte to 
fear than if he employed a private prac- 
titioner; if required by law to attend court, 
the LGO must do so, and he would 
doubtless be able to make arrangements 
accordingly. 

It seems most unlikely that work of any 
great magnitude is undertaken by LGOs, 
and the complaint presumably applies 
mainly to assistants of a ‘ medium seniority’ 
or under, who would doubtless confine 
themselves to small matters requiring only 
limited services. In conclusion, it is felt 
your Editorial is making a mountain out of 
a molehill and that it is a most unfair attack 
savouring strongly of dictatorship.

BUILDING AND CIVIL 
ENGINEERING WAGES 


Cost-of-Living Increase of 1d. 
Granted; Other Claims 
Referred to Committee 


AT ITs STATUTORY MEETING in London 
on January 9 the National Joint Council 
for the Building Industry conducted its 
annual review of wages under the industry’s 
cost-of-living sliding scale agreement. The 
Council found that under the agreement, 
which is based on the retail prices index, an 
increase of 1d. an hour in building crafts- 
men’s and labourers’ rates becomes due and 
will operate from February 3 next. 

The National Joint Council also con- 
sidered claims from the operatives for a 
40-hour week and for an increase of 8d. an 
hour in standard wage rates. After hearing 
evidence on these claims the NJC appointed 
a committee to consider them further. 

THE 250,000 operatives employed in the 
civil engineering contracting industry are to 
receive a wage increase of 1d. per hour 
on and from Monday, February 3. The 
increase was agreed by the Civil Engineer- 
ing Construction Conciliation Board in 
accordance with the industry’s sliding-scale 


agreement based upon the Index of Retail 
Prices.

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Architeeture and the other Arts 
Sculpture and Mural Painting Discussed at the RIBA 


A DISCUSSION on ‘ Architecture and 
5 the Other Arts’ was held at the 
Royal Institute of British Architects, 66 
Portland-place, W1, on December 10, 
with Professor J. M. Richards, ARIBA, 
in the chair. Following are some of the 
main points made in, the discussion: 

THE CHAIRMAN: In the hope of making 
this evening’s discussion a little less 
woolly, the committee which planned it 
thought it would be a good idea to con- 
centrate as far as possible on one ques- 
tion: whether collaboration between 
architects, painters and sculptors at the 
design stage of a building is a practical 
proposition. 

What we want to find out is whether 
a programme of really close collaboration 
in the early stages is workable and bene- 
ficial, and in order to give the discussion 
a tidy start we have four speakers each 
representing one of the arts—three to 
begin the discussion and one to end it. 

First, we have an architect, Mr. Basil 
Spence; then we have a sculptor in the 
person of Mr. Reg Butler and then a 
painter in the person of Mr. Stephen 
Bone. When they have spoken in that 
order, the subject will be open for dis- 
cussion, and then, finally, we have a 
critic, Mr. Basil Taylor, who has nobly 
undertaken what may be the very diffi- 
cult task of summing-up at the end of 
the meeting. — 

Mr. Basit SPENCE: I suppose ‘it is 
trite to say that architecture is the mother 
art, but I think it is perfectly true that 
traditionally and historically buildings 
have brought together almost all the arts. 
They have brought them together some- 
times very happily and sometimes not so 
happily. 

Well, I suppose this does split itself 
into two parts. First, should there be this 
collaboration and, secondly, if we do 
agree that there should be collaboration, 
when? I am absolutely of the opinion 
that artists must come in with architects, 
and that the three artists—the architect, 
the painter and the sculptor—should go 
hand in hand from the earliest possible 
moment. We are to discuss this question. 


Neglected Artists 


We in the Welfare State look after the 
miners and workers of all kinds—brick- 
layers, electricians and so on all have 
their trade unions:and minimum wages 
and the rest of it—and it seems amazing 
to me in this country in which we live 
that we do so little for the artist: — the 
painter and the sculptor. 


My position is clear. I put it to you 
that, first, we should have collaboration 
between the three artists as often as we 
can and, secondly, that these artists should 
be brought in as soon as possible and that 
the team should ‘work together from the 
earliest -possible moment. 

“ Mr. Rec Butter: If what I ‘say 
sounds a bit evil-minded, I hope you will 
put it down to the fact that I speak as a 
tenegade architect: and as a working 
sculptor. While — should like to make 
out a strong case! for all you ' architects 


giving all sculptors as ‘much work as 
possible, there are many reasons why I 
am forced to disagree with Mr. Spence. 


There is no reason why there should be 
sculpture and painting in conjunction 
with architecture unless an architect— 
the designer of a building or environ- 
ment—wants it so. It does not seem 
strange to me that architects such as Mies 
van der Rohe and some of the contem- 
porary German architects see in the com- 
pletion of the building the solution of 
the social, structural and environmental 
problems in general without bringing the 
artist into the picture in any particular 
definitive way. It seems reasonable that 
a man loving architecture and the excit- 
ing possibilties that are at his hands in 
the use of materials and methods of build- 
ing may derive from simplicity and lack 
of enrichment of the surface a classical 
simplicity in the economy with which the 
problem is solved, and I imagine that 
many of you will feel horror at the 
thought of being persuaded to have 
‘tingly’ bits fitted on the front of your 
walls! 

I should like to indicate the only con- 
ditions under which I think collaboration 
could be possible today. Thinking speci- 
fically for a moment of sculpture, I think 
one has to look at it either in terms of 
harmony or in terms of complement. I 
can see there are many applications for 
sculptural activities in relation to contem- 
porary architectural probiems, and I say 
‘sculptural activities’ rather than sculp- 
ture because it seems the contemporary 
man working in a contemporary idiom 


~may feel that he desires to produce a 


quiet and smooth surface or a rich and 
irritating one. 


The Architect's Responsibility 


There are also possibilities in the use 
of sculptural non-functional elements— 
grilles, gates, and so on—and I think it is 
reasonable to employ sculpture to help 
to evolve suitable solutions of those kinds 
of problems; but I do not think you can 
expect the contemporary sculptor to in- 
volve himself in a kind of dilution of 
aesthetic vitality in his work in order that 
it may fit happily on to the surface of 
a stressed skin concrete building or fit 
into the general disposition of mass which 
the average building represents today. 

I put the responsibility fairly and 
squarely on the shoulders of the architect. 
Use sculpture as it comes, when you like 
it, and when you do not like it, do not 
worry; carry on without any sculpture, 
because you get rid of the moral im- 
perative which says you ought to have 
sculpture and you ought to have painting. 

Mr. STEPHEN BONE: There is a great 
deal of modern architecture today in 
which sculpture or painting, it seems ‘to 
me, would be unnecessary and out of 
place. The brilliant, logical solutions of 
technical problems can do very well with- 
out painting and sculpture; but may I 
call your attention to one interesting fact 
to which ‘no reference has been made, 
namely, Tachistism. 
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The magnificent building, perfect solu- 


_tion of all problems,-machine finished in 


every respect, is put up and almost at. 
once the inhabitant is unhappy. There is 
no mud. There is no string to play with. 
There is none of the essential . basic 
amusements which his ancestors had in 
constructing things. It is, I think, un- 
doubtedly true that Tachistism is the clear 
result of modern.architecture. The next 
stage will be Tachiste architecture, which 
I look forward to with enthusiam ! 

Some time ago the Society of Mural 
Painters organised a party and Sir David 
Eccles, one of the speakers; made a com- 
ment which I have pondered for some 
time. He said, ‘I advise the young 
painter who is interested in mural paint- 
ing not to bother with architecture at-all. 
Go to the client.’ He said, ‘ The client 
is ignorant and the architect is frightened. 
It is far easier to overcome ignorance 
than fear.’ On the whole, I think that 
advice is sound. It would be interesting 
for a moment to analyse the causes of 
the ignorance and the fear, and some of 
their results. 


Emphasis on Quality 


I would urge that the important thing 
throughout is quality. If the quality of 
the work is adequate, I do not think we 
need worry too much about collabora- 
tion. 

Otherwise I would suggest that the best 
kind of architect for all painters is a 
dead architect! I think that most painters 
would prefer to decorate the interior of 
the dome of St. Paul’s, the architect being 
dead many years and the present decora- 
tion being not of a high standard, than 
they would to collaborate in the most 
up-to-date building in which the architect 
has really only very modified faith in 
their ability to turn out the right thing. . 

Therefore, I would advise the architect 
above all things to pick his artist well 
and to give him his head. 

Mr. G. GRENFELL BAINES: I do feel 
that the way in which we work today, 
while it does not lend itself to integral 
sculpture, does lend itself to sculpture 
in the landscape. I think there is scope 
in that direction. 

I think that as architects we have to 
strike a balance between our own indi- 
vidualities and those which our cd- 
designer friends can contribute. If :we 
can approach it in that. spirit, not saying 
‘What a gap there is between us’ .but 
rather ‘ What is there in this gap for us, 
it will go a long way towards solving the 
difficulty. ; 

Mr. Jonn Hutton: A number of big 
"buildings where «painting or sculpture 
would be used today take, not so long 
as they used to take, but three or four 
years, and the artist is often asked to 
state at avery early stage what he is going 
to do. The artist's views change and An 
four years’ time he may not be doing ithe 
same thing. Therefore it is wise if one’is 
to come in at.a very°early stage not. to 
be.tied precisely to what you. will do! and 
how you will do ite: i005) 0i it 

Mr. “HUMPHREY:SPENDER:: I am: gradu- 
ally coming ‘to the conclusion that mural 
painting, as: we. have. known it,.is almost 
a thing of the past. I think that arehi- 
tects’ who wish ‘to have -any -other. art

form incorporated in their buildings 
should not consult the artist as a painter 
necessarily or as a sculptor, but as an 
‘ideas man.’ I would suggest to the 
aftists that they have to brace up their 
ideas about the various new means with 
which buildings can be decorated. 

Miss BarBaRA JONES: I should like 
to ask Mr. Humphrey Spender to brace 
up his ideas about what mural paintings 
are like today. Paints are stable and you 
can have them incorporated. in plastic so 
that they can be washed. Murals can 
also be done faster; one can cover a 20 ft. 
wall in three or four weeks, which is very 
nice, and when it looks sad it can be 
wiped off and something else put up. I 
am all for collaboration early on purely 
on technical grounds, because one of the 
things that’ is necessary is to have the 
right sort of plaster and the right sort of 
lighting. ° 

Mr. OvE Arup: It is very difficult to 
settle everything at the start, and it is 
therefore risky to collaborate from the 
very start. It can only be successful if 
the painter and the architect really under- 
stand each other and can work together 
efficiently. Obviously, quality is the 
factor which matters most, and collabora- 
tion is important when it is real collabora- 
tion. On the whole, the average architect 
has not looked at modern art, does not 
know what it is about and has not the 
means to collaborate. What is required 
at this moment is that the architect should 
have a genuine choice, and when he has 
the genuine choice he is educated to be 
in a position where he can make use of 
that choice. 


Artificial Barriers 


HELEN ROSENALL: We can come to- 
gether on a more individual level. One 
would find it difficult to say, for instance, 
whether Bernini was a sculptor or an 
architect. Unless we break down these 
specialisations, which I think have no 
place at all in the world of the arts, in 
my view we erect barriers which we are 
at great pains to demolish. Instead of 
trying to demolish them, surely it would 
be better not to erect them in the first 
place? 

Mr. D. McMorran: On the question 
of training, as Past-Master of the Art 
Workers Guild, I think it is only fair to 
the Guild to say that they did use their 
influence with the Board of Architectural 
Education during the last year or two to 
persuade the Board to make some 
afrangements to encourage stydents, dur- 
ing their school periods, to pay visits to 
the studios of painters and sculptors. In 
that way it was felt that they would have 
some opportunity of getting to know the 
quality, texture and feel of the materials 
which the painter and the sculptor use. 

We have concentrated all the time on 
executing some particular commission, 
but what we want is a greater community 
of interest and exchange of opinion and 
ideas between the different artists, and 
that is what the Art Workers’ Guild exists 
for. I feel encouraged by this discussion, 
because I am satisfied that as a ‘dead 
architect’ I have a great future! 

Mr. L. BrapSHAW: There .is a great 
body of painters and sculptors who desire 
to collaborate, and Mr. Spence’s words 


. with one another. ~ 


have been welcomed by those who are 
that way inclined. 

In my view, the basic requirement is 
education. On the Continent, in the main 
sculptors, architects and painters come 
from the same schools where they have 
fought the battles round the Common 
Room table, and when they come to do 
professional work they have a united 
spirit and a greater understanding. 

THE CHAIRMAN: I should be interested 
to know whether architects have any 
views on the parts which can be played 
by the painter with his training in colour, 
and the sculptor with his knowledge of 
form, in giving advice over colour and 
over form. 

Mr. A. LLEWELLYN SMITH: I believe 
that a great deal of our trouble stems 
from the university college school of 
architecture which is divorced from the 
study of all the other crafts. I believe 
that architects who are trained at the 
Department of Architecture which also 
forms part of the polytechnic or general 
school of arts and crafts are in a much 
better position to understand the painters 
and sculptors, their requirements and 
what they are driving at, than the archi- 
tect who is brought up, as it were, in a 
vacuum, simply studying lines drawn on 
pieces of paper and with no real experi- 
ence of things or acquaintance with the 
people who are using materials such as 
stone, glass, paint, iron, and so on. I 
hate divorcing the training of an archi- 
tect in architecture from training in 


general arts and crafts. 
Mr. PETER SHEPHEARD: The trouble is 
that most artists tend to run out of step 


Surely the aim of 
collaboration is to produce better work? 
A good example, I think, occurred re- 
cently in connection with a famous 
modern building. The architect em- 
ployed an artist of international reputa- 
tion to do the painting on a staircase wall, 
and I know he told the artist ‘ Here will 
be a window, this will be the light, and 
here is a sample of the marble on which 
the painting has to go.’ What the artist 
produced was a beautiful abstract paint- 
ing which was so near, but not near 
enough, to the colour of the marble to 
make it look like,a dirty mark on the 
wall! That is collaboration on the part 
of the architect, but not on the part of 
the artist. 


Summing Up 


Mr. Basit TayLor: If I may now take 
up both the challenge and the privilege 
in these four walls of saying the last 
word, it is this. I should like to elabor- 
ate a little and change the direction 
slightly of some of Mr. Butler’s remarks 
which were supported by Mr. Bone. He 
spoke of this sense of necessity for colla- 
boration as being based upon what he 
called a ‘ moral imperative.’ 

I would not challenge that generalisa- 
tion. I think that a sense of moral im- 
perative exists. One speaker has given 
it a particular turn by suggesting that one 
of the necessities of this collaboration is 
to provide exhibition space for the 
painter and the sculptor. Personally, 
that is a point of view I deplore. I think 
that we are only too ready to be obsessed 
by the necessity for patronage. Patron- 
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age of the kind in the past no longer 
exists. We worry now about creating 
circumstances in which patronage can be 
exercised, and I think that too often this 
leads these people into a state of creating 
false patronage—patronage which, be- 
cause of the conditions of our own times, 
is unrealistic. 


The Historical View 


I think that besides this moral impera- 
tive there is an historical imperative. We 
look back and in the last 100 years we 
have been encouraged by the tremendous 
pursuit of the history of art to look back 
in more and more detail. We are en- 
couraged to look back and to see the 
French cathedrals or the Baroque | 
churches, to see the kinds of collabora- 
tion which have already been pointed out, 
and to think that because this has hap- 
pened in the past in this way and has had 
the most beautiful results, we must some- 
how to continue that particular pattern. 
I think it is not only just-a moral impera- 
tive that we have to look at with a cer- 
tain degree of scepticism, but we have 
also to look at this historical imperative 
which I think exists in some people's 
minds more critically, and to make sure 
that the historical view does in fact con- 
tain all the possible circumstances of col- 
laboration with the other arts. 

I would loathe to be asked to prophesy 
what the future of architecture will be 
in a hundred years’ time; but I would 
suggest that at present we have two kinds 
of architecture side by side. One I would 
call ‘hand-made architecture,’ and the 
other ‘machine-made architecture.’ I 
am confident that if those architects prac- 
tising hand-made architecture wish to use 
the collaboration of painters and sculp- 
tors, then there is simply no reason why 
they should not do so and why the 
painter and sculptor should not colla- 
borate with the architect. But I doubt 
whether there is any possible fruitful | 
collaboration between hand-made paint- 
ing, hand-made sculpture—because that 
is what it is—and machine-made archi- 
tecture.

SHORTAGE OF PROFESSIONAL 
STAFF 


‘Local Authorities’ Difficulties 


THE DIFFICULTY of retaining staff is 
stressed by, the Hull City Engineer, Mr. W. 
Morris, in his annual report. While the net 
results reveal only a slight reduction in staff, 
the major concern is the dislocation result- 
ing from staff changes and the danger of 
long-term. decréased efficiency. There was 
an ever-increasing tendency for new entrants 
te use the posts as training grounds and 
stepping stones to the more remunerative 
appointments which industry and commerce 
offered. 

The need for more professional staff in 
Middlesbrough Engineer’s Department was 
stressed by the Borough Engineer, Mr. J. A. 
KENYON, in a report to the Corporation 
Works Committee. He’said that out of 28 
posts for qualified staff, below section head 
level in his department, 16 remained vacant. 
He mentioned the problem of recruiting 
and retaining staff. 


A QUESTION OF COLOUR 


Eastbourne Controversy Over 
Substitute Bricks 


‘HORRIBLE MONSTROSITY’ and ‘ginger 
palace’ were descriptions given at East- 
bourne Town Council meeting to a new 
block of flats nearing completion at the 
corner of Spencer -road and South - street, 
Eastbourne. Members alleged that the 
materials used were a different colour from 
those approved by the council. Golden buff 
bricks had been substituted for grey flint 
bricks. 

The Buildings and Town Planning Com- 
mittee had been told of a letter from the 
builders expressing regret that the materials 
used on the exterior of the building had 
been changed, and recommended that no 
objection be raised, but members were not 
disposed to agree. ‘That building should 
come down,’ declared ALD. SKINNER; while 
another alderman asserted: ‘I thought they 
had put up a furniture warehouse.’ 

One member took the opposite view: 
‘The building is new,’ he said. ‘It will 
weather.’ 

After members had asked what legal steps 
could be taken, the council decided to defer 
discussion under ‘ private and confidential” 
business.

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THERMAL INSULATION 
MP’s Message to Engineers 


Mr. GERALD NABARRO, MP, in a message 
to the Incorporated Plant Engineers who 
organised the refresher course for works 
and plant engineers held at Bristol Univer- 
sity on January 14, wrote: ‘The Thermal 
Insulation (Industria] Buildings) Act of 1957 
as an important fuel conservation measure 
which I introduced into the House of Com- 
mons a year ago and took through all its 
stages, is an essential complement to the 
Clean Air Legislation which I introduced 
in 1955, and which is also now on the 
Statute Book. This session I am seeking 
leave to introduce a Bill to require thermal 
insulation to minimum standards for all new 
houses built. 

* All these measures are directed to avoid- 
ance of fuel wastage and conservation of 
coal, coke and oil, gas and electricity. Heat 
loss, notably of that ubiquitous product of 
British industry—steam, and the huge wast- 
age of resources, particularly coal, which 
result from such loss may greatly be 
reduced by a better understanding on the 
part of plant engineers and their associates 
of the implications of the statutes; also, an 
appreciation of the diversity of excellent 
thermal insulating materials readily avail- 
able for use in our factories. 

‘The Act requires that all new industrial 
buildings erected after 1958 (or any earlier 
date that the Minister of Power may decide) 
shall be insulated against heat loss to such 
“minimum standards as the Minister may by 
regulation, prescribe. These regulations 
will shortly be issued. The Act does not 
apply to existing industrial buildings. There 
are provisions empowering the Minister to 
make regulations to exclude the use of 
materials that do not conform to certain 
standards of resistance to the spread of 
flame.

New Chancellor not Expected 
to Relax Rigid Monetary Policy 


HEN Parliament resumes after the 
Christmas recess on Tuesday next 
(January 21), it will be to face the tumult 
caused by the promotion of another new 
occupant to the Treasury, -arising from the 
surprising resignation of Mr. Thorneycroft 
less than one year after his appointment as 
Chancellor. Thus Mr. Macmillan com- 
pleted his first year as Prime Minister in 
exactly the same manner as he had begun, 
with a first-class party crisis on his hands. 
Anyone who had entertained any hopes 
that a change of Chancellor would bring 
about even the slightest amelioration in the 
Government’s rigid monetary policy was 
doomed to disappdintment from the start. 
Mr. Heathcoat Amory, the new director of 
the nation’s finances, declared his hand 
immediately. It was to pursue with deter- 
mination the policy which Mr. Thorney- 
croft had carried out, and a tightening of 
which may have been one of the underly- 
ing causes for his departure. 

Indeed, the new Chancellor’s avowal, 
together with recent pronouncements by 
Ministers—if they are to mean anything at 
all—including that of Mr. Thorneycroft in 
Washington last year, suggest that there 
may be a lean time ahead. More especially 
is this so, if one bears in mind the warning 
of the Prime Minister in his curt, acid 
letter to the ex-Chancellor that policy 
would be reviewed to provide a greater 
measure of control over Civil expenditure. 

What this may presage is for the future, 
but there is little doubt that those industries, 
particularly building, which have been left 
to bear the major share of the impact of 
the credit squeeze, the restriction on capital 
investment, and higher interest rates, can 
hope for little comfort in the coming 
months. It is only about four months since 
Mr. Thorneycroft sharply intensified his 
policy, and aithough he expressed diluted 
optimism about its operation and progress 
it is still too early to give an unqualified 
assessment of the outcome. 


Division of Opinion 

What prompted the march to the back 
benches by Mr. Thorneycroft and his two 
aides, Mr. Nigel Birch and Mr. Enoch 
Powell, is common knowledge, at least on 
the surface. It is said to be a division of 
opinion about the application of the same 
méasure of financial discipline to the 
Government as they sought to impose on 
others as a prerequisite to maintaining the 
stability of the pound, prices and British 
prestige. That rigid formula apparently did 
not commend itself to the Cabinet, because 
Mr. Macmilian argued it would do more 
harm than good. 


The division of opinion thus shown in 
the Cabinet has, not unnaturally, had its 
repercussions ‘inside and outside Parliament, 
with Ministers and members rallying to the 
standards of either side, according praise 
or blamé in line with their choice. Doubt- 
less at this time of the year, when Chan- 
cellors and their departments usually ‘go 
.into .purdah, it will be a moré than 
unusually big talking point in Pariiament, 
“and may very well go a long way towards 


enlivening what up to now has been a 
singularly lifeless session. 

The Opposition have sought to have the 
matter debated at an early stage. But any 
such discussion can only in the very nature 
of things be little more than an academic 
exercise. With one of the chief actors out 
of the country on a Commonwealth tour, 
and the other probably more than unwilling 
to participate—he is not likely to set him- 
self up as an equivalent of the Bevanites— 
it would be like Hamlet without the Prince 
of Denmark and the ghost. There will be 
opportunities galore soon for the Oppo- 
sition to attack the Government’s financial 
policy, because the Estimates," on which 
some of the tumult was provoked, will be 
coming before the House for scrutiny. 

That Mr. Thorneycroft saw fit to take 
the most drastic action of-all in this dis- 
pute shows how deeply he felt about what 
must have been a_ wide, irreconcilable 
divergence of opinion. If the gap between 
the two contending groups was ‘ narrow,’ 
or, to quote the Prime Minister, ‘one per 
cent. of the total of current Government 
expenditure ’—a sum said to amount to no 
more than £50m—it seems odd that the 
Cabinet did not order the departments to 
take away their bills and write them down 
by exactly that percentage. That that was 
not done adds a little to the belief that 


there was some deeper fundamental reason 
for the split. 


The New Chancellor 


The choice of Mr. Heathcoat Amory to 
replace Mr. Thorneycroft was something of 
a surprise, although he has always been 
regarded as a political dark horse, and was 
one of the outsiders tipped to succeed Sir 
Anthony Eden. He is the fourth occupant 
of the post since the general election of 
1955. His two predecessors were in office 
only long enough to introduce one Budget, 
and the wits are suggesting that a Chan- 
cellor will in future not be in power for a 
sufficient period to enable him to get to 
grips with inflation. 


Mr. Amory has a formidable task. Not 
a brilliant, colourful personality, he has 
earned a high reputation for resolution and 
a fairness in his conduct of departmental 
affairs. First as Minister of Pensions, and 
then as Minister of Agriculture, he has 
gainéd the confidence and respect of both 
sides by his earnest, sympathetic and 
understanding manner. 


The Need for Firmness 


Always ready to listen, but not to yield 
unless entirely convinced of the argument, 
he is not given to ostentation, ‘ gimmicks’ 
or smart epigrammatic utterances. Rather 
the reverse; quiet, almost pedestrian in his 
attitude, he has a great regard for detail 
and hard work. In his dealings with claims 
by a variety of people—notably old age 
pensioners and farmers—on public funds he 
has shown how firm he can be, and in: his 
determination to make the Government’s 
monetary policy pay dividends he will need 
to be firm. 

He will be aided in his duty of justifying 
his measures by Mr. Maudling, who is no 
stranger to economic matters. ‘Mr. Maud- 
ling already has considerable ‘responsi- 
bilities; he is spokesman for the Ministry 
of Power in the Commons, and, in addition, 
has been put in charge of co-ordinating the 
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Government's activities in the European free 
trade area negotiations. The range of his 
duties as a Cabinet Minister without a 
department is as multifarious and wide, if 
not more so, as if he had one. 

Whether the Cabinet differences will 
spread to. Government back benches in a 
manner which could cause embarrassment 
to Ministers is not known. It is not 
expected to do so, but there have been 
rumblings and outbursts of off-stage noises. 
of support for each side. With Mr. Mac- 
millan out of the country during the early 
period after the re-assembly, much will 
devolve on Mr. Butler, who has been left 
in charge, in seeking to repair what 
breaches may have been caused. What- 
ever tactics are adopted, and it may take a 
long time to placate those who loyally 
followed Mr. Thorneycroft even through 
his most distasteful measures, next week 
and those which follow in Parliament will 
be lively and most interesting. 

They could be a unique prelude to the 
Budget. However the matter is discussed in 
the House, the ‘business already set down 
for consideration is, in comparison, hum- 
drum and an anti-climax. 


TAXATION OF GOODS 
VEHICLES 


Higher Fees 


Expected in Many 
Cases 


MANY traders who run goods vehicles 

in their businesses may find themselves 
faced with demands for increased taxation 
fees as the result of a special drive now 
being made by taxation authorities through- 
out the country, a municipal correspondent 
writes. 

This follows a memorandum from the 
Ministry of Transport stating that a national 
analysis has shown that substantial sums 
are being lost to the revenue because of 
below-standard test weighing of vehicles by 
the authorities. 

The loss has been officially estimated at 
many thousands of pounds a year. And it 
is clear that the Ministry is determined that 
the full toll should be exacted from traders 
in the future. 

Local authorities have now been urged 
to allocate staff specifically for the task of 
test weighing goods vehicles and for pre- 
paring demands for increased taxation fees 
where neccessary. 

The Ministry is also asking authorities to 
submit full reports of test weighings carried 
out. 

Note: Licence duty on goods vehicles is 
determined by the unladen weight of the 
vehicle. 

The Vehicles Excise Act, 1949, provides 
that the local authority shall not be required 
to issue any licence unless it is satisfied 
that the licence applied: for is the appro- 
priate licence for the particular vehicle. 

The Act also says. that the burden of 
proof as to the weight of a vehicle should 
lie on the defendant if any proceedings are 
taken.

Federation Warning of Insufficient 
Work in Annual Report 


threat of continual rises in the cost 
* of materials; the tightening of the 
credit squeeze; the Bank rate increase; 
together with other adverse tendencies in the 
building industry, have combined, in many 
areas, seriously to lessen the head of work, 
and, generally, to threaten its further 
diminution, states the annual report for 
1957 of the Southern Counties Federation of 
Building Trades Employers, which is to be 
submitted for adoption at the Federation’s 
annual general meeting on January 24. 


Firm price tendering has also added to 
many members’ problems, the report con- 
tinues. To this disturbing situation is added 
the factor of the operatives’ current wage 
claims, which the Federation’s Council con- 
siders quite irresponsible. 

It is the Government’s intention, rightly 
or wrongly, to restrict expenditure on build- 
ing and civil engineering. The Govern- 
ment’s policy is already having this effect, 
and in some areas, from members’ point of 
view, quite seriously. The Council would 
urge that the Government, in its intentions 
to safeguard the British economy, should 
bear in mind that it is easier to depress 
industry than to revive it. 

Nevertheless, building owners generally 
have, to the end of the year under review, 
the report continues, maintained a sufficient 
degree of optimism to continue to place 
orders which, to date, have prevented any 
substantial degree of unemployment. This, 
with Government orders of primary impor- 
tance, has so far prevented an atmosphere 
of depression throughout the Southern 
Counties as a whole. Nevertheless, it is 
stated, many builders have not on their 
order books for next year that volume of 
work which gives confidence. 


The Council takes the view that, as has 
been realised many times before, prosperity 
or depression in the building industry has 
inevitably a serious effect on the country’s 
domestic economy. 

Therefore the Council would urge, the 
report adds, that the Government should 
not ask the building industry to bear the 
brunt of its fight against inflation. The 
community, whether for atomic develop- 
ments at one end or for domestic works at 
the other, requires that the permitted 
volume of building and civil engineering 
work shall not be less than that permitted 
for 1957 or earlier years. When the Govern- 


ment feels that the financial situation has 


sufficiently improved that they can indicate 
this, or reduce the Bank rate, then industry 
and private individuals will plan the work 
about which they are so far hesitating. 


Annual ‘At Home’ At Crawley 


SiR THOMAS BENNETT, KBE, FRIBA 
(chairman of the Crawley Development 
Corporation), speaking at Crawley on 
January 8, paid tribute to the high standard 
of production and output achieved by build- 
ing and civil engineertmg contractors at 
Crawley during the past year. 

He was’ speaking at an informal buffet 
luncheon organised by the special ad hoc 
sub-committee of the Southern Counties 


Regional Joint Committee for the Building 
Industry. Mr. F, W. Hill (chairman of the 
sub-committee) presided, and the gathering 
was attended by representatives of the 
Crawley Development Corporation, employ- 
ers and building operatives engaged at 
Crawley and by representatives of the 
various trade unions. 

Sir Thomas said that in 1942 the index 
of output for men employed in the build- 
ing industry was considered by the Ministry 
of Works to be £50 per man per month, or 
£600 per annum; in Crawley during the 
past year the average output for those 
engaged in the building side of the industry 
had been £2,400 per man, and for those 
engaged in civil engineering the average had 
been £3,100. This was, said Sir Thomas, 
a very fine achievement. 

Mr. C. B. KEENAN (Carlton Contractors, 
Ltd:) proposed a vote of thanks, which was 
seconded by Mr. P. H. DUFFIELD (district 
organiser, Plumbing Trades Union). 


Plant Hire Schedules 


THE 1958 edition of the ‘Schedules of 
Charges and Hire-Rates for Dayworks’ 
has mow been published by the London 
Master Builders’ Association jointly with 
the Southern Counties, Eastern and South 
Wales and Monmouth Federations of Build- 
ing Trades Employers. The new Schedule 
supersedes all previous Schedules from 
January 1, 1958, except for the Road 
Haulage Schedules which come into effect 
on February 3. 


Apart from the imcreases in the Road 
Haulage Schedules, which result directly 
from wage increases, the prices of plant in 
all other sections of the Schedule have been 
maintained at 1957 levels.

Oil Refinery Proposal 


Mr. HENRY BROOKE, Minister of Housing 
and «Local Government, has approved 
detailed proposals submitted to him by 
Esso Petroleum Company jn accordance 
with the terms of his decision of November 
2, granting planning permission in principle 
for the erection of an oil refinery at Milford 
Haven. These proposals concern the pre- 
cise situation of the refinery, the means of 
access to it, and the layout of buildings 
and structures. The area now approved for 
the development is 350 acres in extent, very 
roughly triangular in shape, with its apex 
at Little Wick and its south-west and south- 
east sides set back from the coast. 


In his desision letter, the Minister says 
that he has considered whether trees should 
be planted on the refinery site, not only to 
screen the oil-tank installations but also to 
add to the amenity of the site as a whole. 
He thinks that a suitable scheme would be 
practicable and would make an important 
contribution, and he has suggested that a 
scheme of tree-planting of appropriate 
character and scale might be undertaken by 
the company as part of their proposals for 
the area. 

The company will submit for the 
Minister’s consideration in due course 
further particulars relating to the design 
and external appearance of buildings and 
structures. 
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EASTERN FEDERATION 
President’s Review of the Year 


"PHE Presidential Review for 1957 of the 

Eastern Federation of, Building Trades” 
Employers, which is to be presented at the 
Federation’s annual general meeting at 
Cambridge on January 22, has now been 
circulated, and from it we take the follow- 
ing extracts, In the review the president, 
Mr. R. E. Perrott, MIOB, says: 

Effects of the Credit Squeeze——The effect 
of the credit squeeze has, during the past 
12 months, been more apparent in the 
Eastern Counties, particularly Norfolk and 
Suffolk, than in almost any other part of 
the country. The position, as we see it at 
the end of 1957, is that local authority 
house-building, already cut, will be further 
substantially reduced in the coming year. 

High interest rates coupled with high 
prices have also given a further fillip to the 
‘do it yourself’ campaign, and maintenance 
work has shown a falling off generally. 
Farm improvement grants and the Rent Act 
have not yet generally brought much work 
to builders, and it would be unwise to rely 
on any substantial volume of work. from 
this direction. 

The new towns will continue to provide 
a fair amount of work in the southern part 
of the Region, but London over-spill plans. 
for such towns as Thetford, Bury St. 
Edmunds, Huntingdon and Haverhill are alf 
contingent upon attracting essential industry. 

It may well be that our private enterprise 
house builders are the worst hit by the new 
measures which add to the present problems. 
of price and availability of land. House 
purchasers are quite naturally showing 
reluctance to accept commitments at such 
an unstable time, and the market for new 
houses, while it may vary somewhat between 
different areas, is by no means a sound one. 

What should be our attitude to the present 
situation? . .. We do not wish to see serious 
damage to the structure of our industry, 
and it is to this that the attention of the 
Federation will rightly be directed. 

Training for Management.—As a Federa- 
tion, we have given a lot of thought to the. 
function of management and in particular 
how the efficiency of individual member 
firms can be increased. If management im 
every industry were to increase by a small 
percentage its overall efficiency, it would, 
I am sure, make a marked contribution to 
the present problem of high prices. This, 
in fact, has been the raison d’étre of our 
management training programme which is 
now entering upon its fourth year. For 
the coming year we have made ambitious 
plans with some new features, including our 
own case study film strips. 

Intake of Apprentices.—The economic 
situation has had a marked effect on the 
intake of apprentices, and increasing diffi- 
culty is being experienced in transferring 
those whose masters no longer have suffi- 
cient work to train them adequately under 
our scheme. 

Contract Matters.—The provisions of the 
RIBA Standard Form of Contract are 
becoming increasingly better known, and 
the Director’s booklet ‘ Building Contract 
Notes’ met most effectively a very real need. 
The use of the standard form of contract, 
and particularly of the sub-contraet form, is 
growing rapidly with resultant benefit to 
the industry. 
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Sealing Joints in Curtain Walling 
BRS ADVICE ON THE USE OF THIOKOL COMPOUNDS 


‘- Building Research Digest 105, just 
issued: (price 3d.), contains up-to-date 
information on the use of thiokol joint- 
sing compounds, which have been found 
effective. in making waterproof joints in 
curtain walling. This section of the Digest 
is reproduced below. . Digest 105 also 
deals with: .Lime-blowing in brickwork; 
Fire-resistance of doors; Soil-pipe branch 
joints; Factory priming of iron and steel; 
and -Addling: 

URTHER - information has _ been 

requested on the use of thiokol joint- 

ing compounds, to which brief reference 
‘was made in Digest 99. Mastics based 
on drying and non-drying oils and bitu- 
mens have often failed to meet demands 
“made on them by curtain walling, and 
expensive remaking of the joints within 
a year or two has been found necessary 
in much curtain ‘walling in America. 
There has therefore been a tendency to 
change to thiokol jointing compounds, 
which have long been used in the 
aircraft industry. Although there is 
‘only about three years’ experience in 
American ' building, and less in this 
country, the materials seem to offer 
‘advantages over many mastics. 

Thiokol is a synthetic rubber. To 
develop its best properties it requires, like 
natural rubber, curing or vulcanising. 
For this reason a thiokol jointing com- 
pound is normally provided in two 
separate parts, the base and the curing or 
vulcanising agent, which are mixed 
immediately before use. The resulting 
mixture is initially sticky and plastic, 
rather like a gun mastic, and is best 
placed by gun. At temperatures of 50- 
60 deg. F. it stiffens up slowly, remaining 
workable for a few hours and changing 
to a soft rubber in the course of a few 
days. This change can be delayed by low 
temperatures. Full elasticity and adhesion 
may require about a month to develop 
even in summer weather and may be long 
delayed in winter. 

The properties of thiokol jointing com- 
‘pounds can be summarised as follows:— 


Advantages 

(1) Good adhesion, when cured, to clean, 
dry, grease-free surfaces. 

(2)-Good elasticity even at low temper- 
atures, 

(3) Good resistance to weathering. 

(4) Good resistance to solvents, detergents, 
etc. 

(5) Little shrinkage or sagging. 

(6) Available in black or buff, some 
brands in white and ‘ aluminium.’ 


Disadvantages 


(1) Expensive. 

(2) Need for mixing on the job. 

(3) Slow curing in cold weather. 

(4) Replacement of panels is difficult. 


From the foregoing, it will be realised 
that the materials are not suitable for 
‘application by untrained labour. 


Proportioning and Mixing 


Accurate proportioning is necessary, 
‘but this does not involve weighing on 


site as the manufacturers provide, in a 

separate container, the exact amount of 

a needed for each container of 
ase. 

The vulcaniser is tipped into the base 
compound and mixed slowly, to avoid 
entraining air, with a paddle or putty 
knife. Special mixers are available for 
larger quantities. 

If there is likely to be delay before use, 
or in wvery hot weather, the mixed 
material can be prevented from setting 
by keeping it at a low temperature, e.g. 
in a refrigerator. It is best, however, to 
mix only enough for two or three hours’ 
work. 


Placing 


To obtain good adhesion, the surfaces 
to which the thiokol is applied must be 
clean, dry and free from grease, corrosion 
and dust. It is sometimes recommended 
that primers shall be used (e.g. on porous 
surfaces), and the manufacturers’ recom- 
mendations should be followed. Particu- 
lar care should be taken to clean off old 
mastics of types other than thiokol. 

A special gun, operated by hand or by 
compressed ‘air, is available for placing 
thiokol; it is lined with polythene, so that 
any material that sets in the gun can easily 
be peeled away. 

The mix can be smoothed off or placed 
with a putty knife, dipped at intervals in 
a solvent such as white spirit. Accidental 
smears should be cleaned off before the 
compound sets, with a rag dipped in 
white spirit or other solvent. Special care 
should be taken to avoid smearing porous 
surfaces. 

Curing 

The rate of curing depends on tempera- 
ture and becomes very slow below 
50 deg. F. Above 50 deg. F. the material 
becomes unworkable in about eight 
hours, is rubbery in two-four days, and 
curing continues slowly thereafter. It 
may be necessary to use separate grades 
for winter and summer use. 


Design of Joint 


General notes on the design of move- 
ment joints is given in Digests 82 and 99. 
Thiokol is suitable for joining glass, 
metal, concrete, brick, stone and slate, 
but the manufacturer’s advice should be 
sought before using on plastics. 

For satisfactory curing and to avoid 
excessive extensions, the thickness of the 
thiokol should not be less than } in. 
There is probably less need than with 
other mastics to limit the area exposed to 
air and to ensure that the volume of 
mastic is large relative to the exposed 
area, since thiokol is highly resistant to 
weathering; but these principles should 
not be entirely neglected where very long 
life is desired. 


In the early stages of curing, thiokol has 
little strength and the adhesion is not 
fully developed. It is therefore necessary 
to carry wind load on a gasket or spacers. 
Generally, it is desirable to glaze in warm 


weather, without extreme variations. 
Thus, bright sun with clouds may cause 


* a stamp duty at all? 
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considerable movement before the mastic 
is sufficiently stiff. In cold weather, 
curing is slow and the sensitive stage 
correspondingly prolonged. However, 
little extrusion of the mastic need occur if 
the panel is adequately supported by 
gaskets against wind load. 


Replacement and Repair ' 


It is not easy to remove a panel set in 
thiokol should it be broken or require 
replacing for other reasons. There are 
solvent mixtures that swell and soften 
thiokol mastics, but the action is slow on 
thick layers. Cutting with a sharp knife 
may prove more effective. There is some 
danger of distorting fixing beads, etc., if 
attempts are made to overcome adhesion 
by force. If a joint is to be remade with 
thiokol it is not necessary to remove all 
the old thiokol, if it adheres soundly. 


Where a thiokol joint is leaking it may 
prove sufficient to clean the adjoining 
surfaces and apply a further bead of 
thiokol over the top. 


BUILDING AND THE 
CREDIT SQUEEZE 


Help for Home Buyer Urged 


({OMMENTING on the continuation of 

the economic ‘freeze, Mr: W. A. 
MACKRIDGE, FIOB, chairman ~ of _ the 
National Council of the Federation of 
Master Builders, at the annual dinner of the 
Northern Counties Region at Newcastle- 
upon-Tyne, on Monday, January 13, said: 
‘So far as we can see new housing seems 
likely to slow down this year as the cost of 
borrowing, both by local authorities and 
individuals gradually contracts the number 
of houses which are started. Building work 
over a wider field is also likely to slow down 
as the rearranged programmes for power 
stations and the basic industries find a new 
level. 


‘Is there something constructive we can 
suggest? I think we should still try to help 
the home buyer. Within the money at our 
disposal we should encourage by every 
means the principle of home ownership. I 
have never understood, for instance, why a 
man paying perhaps £10-£12 a month plus 
rates for his house should also pay Sche- 
dule ‘A’ tax for what the Income Tax 
people blithely call his ‘income’ from the 
property. Again, the stamp duty which is 
payable on conveyancing has been reduced 
and can be cut to a minimum if the convey- 
ance is on the value of the land and not on 
the land plus the house. Nevertheless, why 
The house buyer is 
not a speculator. 


‘An even more radical idea, but a sound 
one, I feel, would be for the local authority 
or Government to guarantee or under-write 
in some way the deposit that fhe purchaser 
has to find. 


‘I believe that in Northern Ireland the 
local authorities can still make capital 
grants for those having houses built for 
owner-occupation. These grants range 
from about £200-£300 per house and help 
the family man get over the problem of the 
cash deposit. In the long run this is 
cheaper than paying a subsidy every year 
for 60 years.’

Statue of ‘Man’ to Remain on 
Birkenhead Site 


BECAUSE of local indifference to it, 

Mr. Henry Brooke, Minister of Housing 
and Locai Government, has declined to 
order the compulsory: removal of a statue 
erected at Upton, Birkenhead, which bears 
the title of ‘ Man.’ 

Erected by Mr. Thomas Wooler, of Cal- 

thorpe-street, Liverpool, at the junction of 
Manor-drive and Meadway, the figure was 
made from seven pieces of granite recovered 
fiom Liverpool bombed sites and weighs 
two tons. Birkenhead County Borough 
Council refused to grant permission for the 
siatue to remain, and when Mr. Wooler 
appealed against this a public inquiry was 
held by an inspectar of the Ministry last 
‘ctober. It is on this inquiry that the 
jinister bases his decision, for he finds 
at the predominant local reaction to the 
satue is one of indifference. 
A letter to Mr. Wooler’s solicitors 
ates: ‘The Minister notes that most, 
ough not all, of the local residents who 
‘pressed an opinion were on the side of 
e local planning authority. On the other 
ind, of the 188 people whom the council 
\otified of the inquiry, only 15 expressed 
an opinion at all. . . . He has formed the 
view that the effect of the statue on the 
locality is not such as to warrant its com- 
pulsory removal, and he has therefore 
decided to allow your client’s appeal and 
to grant permission for the retention of the 
statue.’

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Minister Approves Eyection 
of Garage in Front Garden 
of Sanderstead House 


AN appeal against the refusal of the 
*™ Coulsdon and Purley UDC to grant 
planning permission for the erection of a 
domestic garage at a house at Heathhurst- 
road, Sanderstead, Surrey, has been allowed 
by the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government. 


The house in question is a semi-detached 
residence on the east side of Heathhurst- 
road. The ground rises steeply on this side 
of the road and the proposed garage would 
be constructed in the front garden, four feet 
back from the pavement, with the greater 
part below ground level. 

On behalf of the Council it was stated 
that the garage would occupy a third of the 
front garden and would be wholly in front 
of the building line. If the appeal were 
allowed it would be likely to lead to appli- 
cations from other house owners in the street 
to build garages in similar positions, which 
would spoil the appearance of the road. 

It was explained, on the appellant’s be- 
half, that a car was essential for his 
business and that he had been unable to 
rent a garage within a reasonable distance 
of his home. It was not possible to build 
a garage beside or behind the house and it 
must therefore be constructed in the front 
garden. Only about two-fifths of the 


garage would be above ground level and its 
erection, or the erection of others in similar 
Positions, would do no harm to the appear- 
ance of Heathhurst-road, which was an 








ordinary street of pre-1914 houses. Almost 
opposite his house a house had recently 
been built with a garage which extended 
considerably beyond the front main wall. 


If the land forming the front garden were 
level, states the Minister, the erection of a 
garage occupying so much of the space be- 
tween the house and the road would be open 
to serious objection and a repetition of such 
garages in small front gardens along the 
road would be unsightly and damaging to 
the character of the neighbourhood. In 
this instance, however, the land slopes so 
steeply that the roof of the proposed garage 
will be below the level of the ground floor 
of the house and no more than two-fifths 
of its bulk will be above ground. In this 
hilly district, with roads following the con- 
tours, there are many examples of garages 
similarly placed and the Minister does not 
think he would be justified in refusing per- 
mission in this case. He has decided, there- 
fore, to allow the appeal and to grant per- 
mission for the erection of the garage in 
accordance with the submitted plan. He 
notes, however, that the owner of the 
adjoining house has indicated his intention 
of also building a garage, and he. would 
suggest that the appearance of the pair of 
houses would be improved and some ex- 
penditure saved if the two garages were 
built together below the bay windows. 


Bungalow Would not be 
‘ Up to Standard’: Permission 
to Build Refused 


A PROPOSAL to build a bungalow on a 

small island site of 0.13 of an acre at 
the junction of Manor-road North and 
Claygate-lane, Esher, has been rejected by 
the Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment on appeal. 


Apart from its frontages to Manor-road 
North and Claygate-lane, the site is bounded 
on the south-east by a short, unadopted 
road and the local planning authority had 
refused planning permission for the pro- 
posed development on the grounds that the 
site was too small for a building of a-type 
and character similar to those surrounding 
and that the development proposed would 
be inappropriate and detrimental to the 
amenities. 

The appellant said that the appeal site 
formed part of an estate of 24 acres which 
he had built, beginning in 1930. It, the 
appeal site, had not been developed because 
no decision had been made about road 
widening. The proposal represented a 
building density comparable to that of sur- 
rounding development and would merely fill 
up a gap in the pattern of building. The 
bungalow would not make it necessary to 
widen the roads, nor would it affect the 
amenities of nearby houses. He admitted, 
however, that the precise siting and design 
and other details had not yet been worked 
out. 

The Council’s case was that the houses 
in the immediate vicinity were built at a 
lower density than this proposal. Manor- 
road North was 50 ft. wide on each side of 
the appeal site and would be widened to 
50 ft. at the appeal site if it were developed. 
There would then be insufficient garden 
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space and application of building lines 
would leave only a very smal] area on 
which buildings could be erected. The site 
was unsuitable for a dwelling as it was 
overlooked from all sides. 

A number of local residents supported the 
Council’s objection and said that the land 
should be used for road widening. 

The Minister states that in his opinion the 
Council were right to refuse permission. He 
does not think a refusal would be justified 
on road safety grounds alone, but he agrees 
that the land would not make a satisfactory 
building plot. The Council’s requirement 
that the dwelling should conform to im- 
provement and building lines does not 
appear unreasonable to him, and bearing 
these limitations in mind he doubts whether 
a dwelling that would be up to the standard 
of the surrounding properties could be built 
on this site. He also agrees that it would 
be unsuitable for building because of the 
extent to which it is overlooked from the 
houses facing it on all sides. He has 
decided, therefore, to dismiss the appeal. 


Conversion of House Held by 
Minister Not to be ‘ Development ’ 
Within Meaning of Act: 
Appeal Allowed 


GENERAL PROPERTIES, L7G... 
recently appealed to the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government against (a) 
a determination by the Ilford BC, acting on 
behalf of the Essex CC, that the conversion 
of No. 5, Argyle-road, Ilford, into eight flat- 
lets involved development within the mean- 
ing of section 17 of the Town and Country 
Planning Act, 1947, and required planning 
permission; and (b) the refusal of the 
Council to permit the said development. 


Permission was refused by the Council 
on the grounds that the proposed develop- 
ment was sub-standard to modern-day re- 
quirements in that the flats were not self- 
contained and the proposed density was 
excessive. 

Number 5, Argyle-road is a double- 
fronted, two-storey house, the existing 
accommodation of which consists of two 
large rooms on the ground floor, with 
kitchen, scullery and store, and five rooms 
on the first floor, and bathroom with we. 

The appellants contended that the work to 
be undertaken consisted of internal improve- 
ments dnly. The house had previously been 
let off as furnished rooms and this use had 
been started not later than 1946. It was 
now proposed to add one single unit but the 
present proposals differed so little from the 
existing use that no planning permission 
should, in the appellants’ view, be required. 


The Council submitted that the proposals 
involved a material change of use and that 
permission was required. They were not 
opposed to the conversion of the property 
into flats but the present proposal was too 
ambitious; it would raise the density stan- 
dard and lead to congestion and lower 
standards. 

The Minister, in the course of his deci- 
sion, notes that the premises were previously 
used for letting as furnished rooms. In his 
view the present proposal is to let furnished, 
as before, but to improve the amenities en- 
joyed by the tenants of these rooms. He 
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has accordingly come to the conclusion that 
the appellants’ proposal does not involve a 
material change in the use of the property 
and does not constitute development with- 
in the meaning of the Act. He therefore 
determines that planning permission is not 
required. 


Proposal to Erect House 
Between Existing Bungalows 
Approved on Appeal 


ERMISSION for the erection of a 
dwelling-house on land at Parsonage- 
lane, Burwell, was recently refused by the 
Cambridgeshire CC on the ground that a 
house on the site proposed, between exist- 
ing bungalow development, would be con- 
trary to the good planning of the immediate 
vicinity 

The site comprises a vacant plot on the 
south side of Parsonage-lane and is flanked 
on either side by bungalows. A _ house 
stands on the same side of the rodd some 
little distance to the east. Parsonage-lane 
is a country lane of narrow width with grass 
verges. There are two old buildings on the 
opposite side of the road and a fairly 
modern house almost opposite the existing 
house on the south side. 

The Minister of Housing and Local 
Government has now given his decision on 
an appeal which was made to him against 
the Council’s refusal. He notes that the 
appellant would prefer a house to a bun- 
galow and says he does not think that it 
would be right to interfere with his freedom 
of choice in the matter unless there were 
strong reasons for doing so. He appreciates 
the Council’s concern to ensure that new 
development presents an attractive appear- 
ance, but he thinks a house would not neces- 
sarily be out of place on the site proposed. 

He considers, however, that it would be 
advisable, in this particular case, for the 
house to be set back behind the existing 
building line as this would tend to soften 
any abruptness in the change of eaves level. 
The Minister has, in all the circumstances, 
decided to allow the appeal. 


Proposal to Erect House at 
Rear of Existing Dwelling 
Rejected by Minister 


PUBLIC inquiry was recently held at 

Bournemouth into an appeal by Mrs. 
D. R. Vickers against the refusal of the local 
planning authority to grant her permission 
to erect a dwelling on land at the rear of 
34, St. Catherine’s-road, Southbourne. Per- 
mission was refused by the Council for the 
reason that the erection of a house on this 
land would result in an undesirable form 
of backland development which would be 
detrimental to the amenities of the adjoin- 
ing residential properties. 

No. 34, St. Catherine’s-road is a substan- 
tial gabled and tile-hung residence standing 
in rather less than three-quarters of an acre 
of garden of irregular shape. The appeal 
site, which forms the rear part of this land, 
is triangular in shape and has an area of 
about a quarter of an acre. 

The Minister, in the course of his deci- 
sion, says he notes that the curtilage of 34, 
St. Catherine-s-road is larger than many in 
the locality, but having regard to the very 
irregular shape of the land he thinks that it 


does not lend itself as a site for a further 
dwelling. He has therefore decided to dis- 
miss the appeal. 


Council’s Refusal to Allow 
Development on Grounds of 
Excessive Density Over-ruled 


A PROPOSAL by Mr. W. Bartram to 

build two dwellings on a plot of land 
known as No. 49, Western-avenue, West 
Molesey, has been approved by the Minister 
of Housing and Local Government on 
appeal. Permission had been refused by 
the local planning authority on the ground 
that the proposed density would be exces- 
sive in comparison with that of the pro- 
perties adjoining the site. 

The Minister, in giving his decision, states 
that Western-avenue is developed on both 
sides with small dwellings. The appeal site 
is occupied at present by a temporary bun- 
galow: it has a frontage of about 51 ft. and 
a depth of 226 ft. and all services are avail- 
able. Having regard to the size of the other 
properties in the street the Minister does not 
think that a pair of semi-detached dwellings 
on the plot of land in question would be 
out of keeping in this locality. He has 
accordingly decided to allow the appeal. 


HISTORIC BUILDINGS 
Another 34 Grants 


A FURTHER 34 grants to help to restore 
7 historic buildings have been made by 
the Minister of Works. The grants are 
authorised under Act of Parliament of 1953, 
which set up the Historic Buildings Coun- 
cils for England, Wales and Scotland to 
recommend them. 


The three councils have now considered 
2,122 applications for aid, rejecting 1,325 
of them. ‘The number of buildings whose 
owners ‘have received assistance has reached 
491, and the total value of grants stands 
at £1,427.572. The new list is:

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EUROPEAN WOOD-

Confederation’s Paris Meeting 


HE president, senior vice-president and 
secretary of the English Joinery Manu- 


facturers’ Association, together with the 
director of the Timber Developmen 
Association, attended the meetings of 


the European Confederation of Woodwork- 
ing Industries which have been held in 
Paris. 


The countries represented were Great 
Britain, France, Italy, Germany, the 
Netherlands, Austria, Spain and Belgium, 
and amongst other matters discussed were 
the seasoning and stabilisation of wood and 
the European Common Market. It is the 
latter point which is considered to be of 
primary importance at the present time. 


Mr. WALTER Hine, president of EJMA., 
drew attention to the fact that whereas most 
of the countries represented were constituent 
members of the European Common Market, 
two, Great Britain and Spain, were not and 
there was consequently a special need to 
consider the implications of the proposed 
Free Trade Area. 


It is significant that the German delega- 
tion expressed considerable interest in both 
kinds of economic union and it was finally 
decided to form two Commissions to deal 
with this, but that in the first place the 
Commissions would meet jointly and sub- 
sequently separate into the fields of the 
Common Market and the Free Trade Area 
as and when circumstances made this 
desirable. 


A proposal to unite the European Con- 
federation of Woodworking Industries and 
the European Furniture Association into one 
body under a new name so that they could 
represent a united front on matters of 
common interest arising as a result of the 
formation of the European Common Market 
and of the European Free Trade Area, was 
also considered. 


A federation of European joinery manu- 
facturers, of which EJMA has become a 
member, was also formed within the frame- 
work of the European Confederation. The 
broad objects of this federation include the 
improvement of relations between represen- 
tatives of the industry within different 
countries, to co-operate in the solution of 
problems in the economical and technical 
fields, to support an agreed policy and make 
appropriate representations to the govern- 
ments of the countries concerned and to 
co-operate in the solution of problems 
arising between members of the Association 
in different countries, with particular regard 
to the protection of patents. 


Its active membership will be confined to 
the trade associations of various countries 
and will not include individual firms. A 
managing board will be appointed consisting 
of one delegate from each member country 
which shall meet at least once a year and 
will report annually to the grand assembly. 
consisting of all members of the Confedera- 
tion, each country having one vote. 


At the meeting of the managing board of 
the European Confederation, the election of 
the EJMA as a member was ratified. There 
is already a British delegation representing 
the box and packing case industry and the 
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ally become a corresponding member. In 
addition to the official business a report was 
given on the Council of Conciliation and 
Arbitration, and arrangements were made for 
meetings in Brussels in May.

AND TECHNOLOGY 


Advisory Services 


THE Department of Scientific and Indus- 
trial Research and the Director of the 
Timber Development Association announce 
that the provision of advisory services in 
connection with certain fields of timber 
research and technological development, 
hitherto a responsibility of the Forest Pro- 
ducts Research Laboratory, will be under- 
taken by the Research and Development 
Committee of the Timber Development

SAWNWOOD CONSUMPTION 
IN EUROPE 
Less Timber Used in New Housing 


OF the 66 cu. m. of sawnwood consumed 
in new housing in Europe (excluding 
USSR) in 1955, 17 cu. m., or 25 per cent., 
went into new housing. This entered into the 
three principal sectors—structural elements, 
joinery elements and auxiliary timber—in 
the approximate proportions 50, 30 and 20 
per cent. While consumption per dwelling 
unit fell from 9.1 to 7.6 cu. m. between 1950 
and 1955, total consumption of sawnwood 
in the new housing rose from 12.2 to 16.7 
cu. m. as a result of the considerable expan- 
sion in the European housing programme. 

This is the principal conclusion of a study 
entitled ‘ Trends in Utilization of Wood and 
its Products in Housing,’ published by the 
joint Secretariats of the United Nations Food 
and Agricultura] Organization (FAO) and 
the Economic Commission for Europe 
(ECE), at the request of the Timber Com- 
mittee of the ECE. 

This study* has a aim—to

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assemble and review such evidence as is 
available on recent trends in the utilisation 
of wood and its products in one particular 
sector, new residential construction, thereby 
throwing light on the trend in consumption 
of sawnwood in Europe. 


In recent years, the study states, the con- 
sumption of sawnwood in Europe has 
expanded much less rapidly than the hous- 
ing programme. The trend against wood as 
a structural material has largely been due 


to the change in the type of dwelling unit 
built. 


LEGAL POINTS OF 
INTEREST 


From a Legal Correspondent 


NUMBER of practical points arise 

from time to time which are of interest 
to builders and other contractors. A few 
of these are related here. 


Sewering of an Estate 


A builder who wishes to develop a private 
building estate may find that the estate may 
require to be drained through land in private 
ownership. In this case the question may 
arise whether the local authority or the 
builder should pay the cost of carrying the 
sewer through the private land. So far as 
the sewering of the estate itself is concerned, 
since the local authority can carry out the 
work as part of the private street works 
procedure either under the Public Health 
Act 1875 or the Private Street Works Act 
1892 and recover from the frontagers, the 
builder may be prepared to meet this cost. 
So far as the length of sewer outside the 
estate is concerned this is another matter. 
The local authority can use their good offices 
to enable a sewer to be laid through private 


land, but the question arises at Whose 
financial responsibility. 
It is generally accepted that a local 


authority who have a duty to properly sewer 
their area under S.14 of the Public Health 
Act 1936, are only under this obligation when 
buildings are erected. In the Annual Report 
of the Ministry of Health for 1934-5 it was 
there stated that the duty does not require 
the authority to provide sewers in anticipa- 
tion of future requirements of their district or 
to enable a landowner to develop his land for 
building. It appears to follow that the 
owners of a building estate may have to 
provide temporary means of disposing of the 
sewage and drainage. Under S.37(3)(a) the 
local authority cannot require the builder to 
connect to a public sewer unless the sewer 
is within a hundred feet of the site of the 
particular building (not the building site as 
a whole or even the curtilage of a building) 
and the intervening land is land through 
which that person is entitled to construct a 
drain. 

There thus arises a situation where both 
local authority and builder desire a proper 
modern drainage system—the local authority 
because they require modern drainage on 
health grounds, the builder because his clients 
will expect a modern drainage system. It 
seems inequitable that a temporary drainage 
system should be installed, but at the same 
time it would appear inequitable that the 
builder should pay for what the local 
authority would have been under a duty 
to provide at some later stage. Some com- 
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promise is essential. Some guidance may be 
afforded by S.37(4) of the Public Health Act 
1936 where it is stated that if the local 
authority require a connecting drain or more 
than 100 feet to connect to their sewer, they 
can do so despite S§.37(3)(a) provided they 
are prepared to meet any of the expense 
attached to any part of the length exceeding 
100 feet. 

It might be suggested from this that the 
reasonable way of compromise would be for 
the local authority to bear the expense of 
carrying the sewer to within 100 feet of the 
edge of the building site. It should be 
recognised that a builder is in a position to 
embarrass the authority by putting his first 
houses at the end of the estate away from 
the public sewer and then calling upon the 
authority to carry out their obligations to 
sewer the area under S.14. 


Planning Problems 


When a local planning authority have 
given planning permission for the erection 
of a building, they may be interested to 
ensure that the-building should be completed 
within a certain time. But a condition can- 
not be properly imposed that the building 
should be completed within a limited period. 
Difficulty has arisen where a building has 
been partially completed and because of 
lack of finance the developer is prepared to 
use it in that state. To the extent to which 
it has been completed it conforms without 
deviation to the planning requirements and 
by-laws. However this may incense the 
planning authority, it is unlikely that 
enforcement action can be successfully taken 
to prevent the use of such a building. 

Local planning authorities who recognise 
that certain forms of development are pro- 
tected because they have been continued 
over a period of four years, often try to con- 
trol such development by asking for an 
application and by granting permission for 
a temporary period and subject to conditions. 
It is advisable for developers who are pro- 
tected not to agree to submit applications 
but to obtain primarily a determination 
under S.17 of the Town and Country Plan- 
ning Act, 1947, as to whether what they are 
doing constitutes development, and, if neces- 
sary, appeal to the Minister. If, however, 
they have applied for planning permission 
which they did not need and have obtained 
a temporary consent, it does not follow that 
they are prevented from continuing the use 
at the end of the period. 


Demolition Procedure 


When the local authority acquire slum 
property they are usually prepared to spend 
money on making adjoining property 
weathertight. If a contractor is employed 
by the owner whose responsibility it is to 
demolish an individually unfit house, the 
whole demolition may be a responsibility 
and the owner may not have sufficient 
money to spend on the adjoining house. In 
such a case it is accepted that there is no 
responsibility on an adjoining owner other 
than in respect of support. He has no 
responsibility to make the adjoining house 
wind and weathertight. In this case it seems 
hard that the adjoining owner should suffer; 
at the same time it must be recognised that 
owners of unfit houses seldom have money 
to spare. Jn these circumstances the local 
authority, if they have not already the 
power, should be given authority to assist. 
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‘Slum Clearance—Guerilla 
Tactics or Total War?’ 
A PAPER AT THE RICS 


R. J. P. MACEY, FRICS, dealt with 

several aspects of slum clearance in a 
paper read at a meeting of the Royal 
Institution of Chartered Surveyors, held 
on December 2, at 12, Great George- 
street, SW1. In his paper entitled ‘Slum 
Clearance—Guerilla Tactics or Total 
War?’ he examined the definition, nature, 
and extent of the problem, methods of 
clearance, the local authority’s powers 
and duties and other considerations. 


The following extracts from his paper 
give Mr. Macey’s_ suggestions for 
improvement and his conclusions on the 
matter: I suggest that we might consider 
modifying the procedure laid down under 
the Acts and regulations so as to enable 
local authorities to deal with unfit houses 
in much larger groups than they do at 
present. I have already mentioned the 
nonsensical arrangement of making a 
separate clearance area for two odd 
houses, and the enormous burden of 
administrative work resulting from the 
“penny packet’ nature of the present 
procedure. 


Secondly I suggest that local authorities 
with very large slum clearance pro- 
grammes should be given even wider 
powers, i.e., on similar lines to those 
formerly contained in section 9 of the 
Town and Country Planning Act, 1944. 
I quite accept that for many authorities, 
with a small slum clearance programme, 
such a drastic change is not necessary, 
because they can still cover their whole 
programme in two or three years. 


The other suggestion I should like to 
make is that we might classify properties 
in advance. The position at the moment 
is that authorities have submitted to the 
Minister a survey showing the number of 
unfit houses in the area and their pro- 
posals for eliminating them in the next 
five or more years. Particulars of which 
houses are included in. this programme 
cannot be published, because it would be 
wrong to announce that the property is 
regarded as unfit until, in fact, it is 
officially so classified and dealt with; for 
although the house may be in a pro- 
gramme, it may be several years before it 
is placed in a clearance area. In the 
meantime, all sorts of snags arise because 
the owner may suspect that the axe is 
going to fall on his property some day 
but he has no idea when; the prospective 
purchaser may fall into a trap and pur- 
chase a house which is shortly afterwards 
classified as unfit. 


Scandinavian Procedure 


A point of practice which needs careful 
note is that the normal process of search 
and inquiry is not a complete safeguard 
in this respect. The question as to whether 
the property has been included in a clear- 
ance area, etc., must be answered in the 
negative, in spite of the fact that the 
Medical Officer of Health has included 
the house on his list of properties for 
consideration as unfit in the fairly near 
future. 

I suggest, therefore, that we might do 


away with this trap and perhaps go a 
long way towards eliminating disputes 
about compensation—superficially about 
fitness—by studying the procedure which 
is used in Copenhagen and, I believe, in 
other Scandinavian cities. There, all 
houses of this type in potential clearance 
areas are given a ‘life’ or ‘class.’ Some 
are totally unfit, some are very nearly so 
and will be so in five, six or seven years’ 
time. The city authorities give such unfit 
and potentially unfit houses a ‘life’ of 
from 0 to 10 years, although they do not 
commit themselves to pulling the houses 
down at the end of the given ‘life.’ This 
arrangement is very helpful in relation 
to compensation because if the local 
authority in two years’ time acquire an 
unsatisfactory house which has been given 
a life of eight years, the owner will receive 
more compensation than he would do 
if the property has been given a life of 
only three years (i.e., only one more year 
than the time when it was actually taken). 

An acquisition before the life has 
expired can, therefore, be assessed with a 
reasonable degree of fairness. As I 
understand it, if the property runs its 
allotted span of, say, eight years, and the 
local authority have not been able, by 
that time, to acquire, the owner can 
require them to take it off his hands at 
site value, which should be satisfactory to 
both sides if the original assessment were 
fairly made. 


Advantages Claimed 


Some of the advantages of some such 
advance classification, which would be 
very considerable, are set out below:— 


(a) it would remove uncertainty from 
the minds of owners, who might then 
be more prepared to spend money on 
interim repairs, and clarify the position 
with regard to notices under the Public 
Health Acts; 

(b) it is capable of providing a 
fairer basis of compensation by 
enabling recognition to be given to 
shades of unfitness; 

(c) it would remove the cloak of 
mystery which surrounds the local 
authority’s programme; even if the 
programme changed (as it so frequently 
does) the compensation aspect would 
be safeguarded; 

(d) it would enable better protection 
to be given to prospective purchasers 
of unfit, or nearly unfit, houses; 

(e) ultimately, many such properties 
having survived their approved period 
of obsolescence, would become classi- 
fied as totally obsolete, and would be 
acquired at a low value with less unfair- 
ness than occurs at present. 

I do not doubt that there are many 
difficulties about the application of this 
idea but I still think it is worthy of closer 
study, because a solution on these lines 
would save time, trouble and expense to 
both private owners and public authori- 
ties alike who are grappling with this 
difficulty, the most thorny one in slum 
clearance procedure today. 

I must apologise for the fact that I have 
not commented on such important 
questions as how to deal with the families 
displaced by slum clearance operations. 
As most of you will be aware, it is pos- 
sible to put back on a cleared site in a 
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large city usually only about 40 per cent. 
of the families who lived there before. 
This raises the questions of rehousing the 
remainder, of housing densities, and of 
over-spill. Nor have I commented on the 
more human aspects of the process of 
rehousing itself. 


A third important aspect I have omit- 
ted is that of reconditioning. As many of 
you know, Birmingham City Council have 
for several years been engaged on an 
enormous programme of ‘patching’ or 
reconditioning, and have already dealt 
with over 13,000 houses. I have omitted 
comment on this programme, because 
this paper is intended to be of general 
application, and such _ reconditioning 
schemes affect only a very few authorities. 


But I feel that the aspects I have 
touched on here are fundamental, as 
they affect the whole conception of slum 
clearance. The introduction of new pro- 
cedures and principles would enable us 
to proceed much faster with slum clear- 
ance and would effect in the long run a 
great saving in administrative effort and 
expenditure, without involving any auto- 
matic curtailment of the existing rights of 
private owners. 


CHIMNEY STACK REPAIRS 
Question of Television Aerials 


A REPORT to Bridlington Town Council by 
the Housing and Town Planning Committee 
shows that it will be necessary to spend £850 
on repairs to the chimney stacks of nearly 
170 houses, built less than ten years, before 
the decision of the Council to permit tenants 
to put television aerials on the chimneys of 
Council houses can be carried out. 


When it was orginally proposed that ten- 
ants on the West Hill Council Estate should 
be allowed to place television aerials on chim- 
ney stacks instead of on poles in the garden, 
it was said by Councillor Jack Pockley, 
chairman of the Housing and Town Plan- 
ning Committee, that the stacks should be 
examined first. He stated that they were in 
such a condition that bricks could be pulled 
out of the chimney stacks by hand, one at a 
time. 

The Committee’s report stated that the 
stacks of 213 houses had been examined and’ 
about 80 per cent. will require repairing. 
The average cost is £5 for each chimney 
stack and the Borough Engineer has beem 
instructed to carry out the work.

Employment in Building 


HE number employed in building and 
contracting fell by 2,000 during 
November last, the figure at the end of that 
month being 1,498,000, according to 
Ministry of Labour and National Service 
statistics. The corresponding figure for the 
end of November, 1956, was 1,533,000.

Building Society Rates

Trade Exhibition Inquiry 


As a result of the recent survey by the 
Federation of British Industries of trade 
associations’ views on the future of trade 
fairs in Britain, the FBI Grand Council has 
approved the appointment of a Committee 
of Inquiry which will consider present ex- 
hibition facilities in this country and if 
necessary will recommend plans for extend- 
ing them. The committee will consist of 
representatives of the three different ele- 
ments concerned in trade fairs, ie., exhibi- 
tion organisers, exhibition contractors and 
exhibitors. It expects that its inquiry will 
take at least six months. 


Wednesfield’s Building Record 


Building in the Wednesfield district in 
1957 constituted a record both for Council 
building and as regards the total number of 
houses built by all agencies. Under the 
overspill arrangements 176 houses were 
completed by Wolverhampton Corporation 
during the year, Wednesfield built 392 
houses and 142 houses were under construc- 
tion on December 31, while contracts have 
been placed for 184 more. The UDC also 
built 204 houses for ordinary needs, has 25 
under construction and 94 under contract, 
With 22 under construction and 62 under 
contract for slum clearance purposes; 106 
houses were also built by private enterprise 
and 33 more are under construction. This 
brings the total number of houses built and 
building in 1957 to 1,094, with 340 more 


under contract. The latest population figure 
for the Urban District is 22,170. The Engin- 
eer and Surveyor is Mr. T. A. Peacock, 
MIMunE and the Council’s quantity sur- 
veyors are Messrs. Henry Vale & Sons. 


BIRMINGHAM OVERSPILL 
FOR SKEGNESS ? 


Preliminary Talks 


PRELIMINARY TALKS on Skegness, the Lin- 
colnshire seaside resort, taking some of Bir- 
mingham’s domestic and industrial over- 
spill, were held at Birmingham on January 
10. The Skegness delegation was headed 
by Councillor J. D. Williamson, chairman 
of the Urban District Council’s Industry 
Committee—an indication that this resort, 
like many others, wants to attract industry 
from Birmingham to offset winter unem- 
ployment. 


The assistance which Birmingham City 
Council is prepared to give to house over- 
spill population was outlined by Alderman 
W. T. Bowen, chairman of the Birming- 
ham Overspill Committee. 


This offer to settle industry and skilled 
workers at Skegness, will now be considered 
by the Skegness Urban District Council.

ARGENTINE. — British firms were 
awarded the contract for the 600 megawatt 
thermoelectric Greater Buenos Aires (South 
Dock) power station: British Thomson 
Houston with International Combustion the 
main station (worth about £24m.) and 
Metropolitan Vickers the transformer sub- 
stations (£3-4m.). Financing through the 
Baring group will spread over nine years. 
. .. Tenders have been called for the River 
Bermejo canal project. This includes two 
canals running from the north of Salta Pro- 
vince near the Bolivian frontier to Resis- 
tencia and Santa Fe respectively, both on 
the Rio Parana. ... A contract was signed 
recently between YPF (State Oilfields) and 
TIPSA (Tecnica Industrial y Comercial 
Petrolera SRI) for oil and gas pipelines 
works worth the equivalent of 180 million 
US dollars, 107 of which it is stated, is to 
be paid for in European multilateral cur- 
rencies. Delivery is 274 months and credit 
six years. 


BELGIAN CONGO.—A great deal con- 
tinues to be written about the Inga scheme, 
but much of this is repetitive or speculative, 
and the intentions of the Belgian Govern- 
ment have not yet been made known. 
Nevertheless informed opinion here appears 
to be convinced that the first stage of the 
project will be started next year, and it is 
understood that German steel interests are 
working on plans to set up a steel works 
on the Congo estuary based on the expected 
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cheap power. Another project which has 
been reported is for the erection of a large 
paper factory in the same area. It has also 
been suggested that a bridge may be built 
over the Congo near Matadi to carry a new 
extension to Boma and Banana of the 
Leopoldville-Matadi railway. 


BRITISH COLUMBIA.—The Public 
Utilities Commission have granted a certifi- 
cate to the British Columbia Electric Co, 
Ltd., for the construction of a new thermal 
power station on the Burrard Inlet some 15 
miles east of Vancouver, and it is now con- 
firmed that Balfour, Beatty & Co., Ltd. 
have been appointed consultants to co- 
ordinate the design and construction of this 
station. 


BURMA.—It is reported that ten of 
Burma’s airfields have been surveyed by an 
aviation adviser to the Union of Burma In- 
surance Board as a result of which it is sug- 
gested that a number will have to be rebuilt 
to meet a standard which will satisfy in- 
surance companies. 


HONG KONG.—John B. Parkin Associ- 
ates, FF.RIBA, of Toronto, have been 
appointed architects for a $5m. luxury hotel 
to be built at Nathan-road, Kowloon... . 
Five areas of the Colony have been selected 
by the Government for investigation as 
potential sites for the development of new 
towns. They are Taipo, Shatin, Gin 
Drinkers Bay, Castle Peak, and Junk Bay. 
Messrs. Scott & Wilson, Kirkpatrick & 
Partners, of London, have been asked to 
advise on the feasibility of the reclamation 
and other engineering aspects involved, and 
to prepare preliminary plans and estimates. 
The new towns will be self-contained, with 
residential and industrial areas. . . .A new 
hotel in Granville-road, Kowloon, is to be 
built at a cost of $2,250,000 to designs by 
Wing G. Chan, authorised architect. There 
will be an arcade of shops, a restaurant, and 
nine storeys of hotel accommodation above 
the two ground floors. A survey has been 
commenced for a new road to link the Kai 
Tak airport area with the Taipo Road, 
across the North Kowloon foothills; by- 
passing Shamshuipo and other built-up dis- 
tricts. This will open up new building areas 
and provide access from the proposed Wong 


Tai Sin resettlement area into the New 
Territories. 
MACAO.—The Portugese Government 


have announced a development plan for 
this small colony on the Chinese mainland, 
south of Hong Kong. A _ new hospital, 
schools, low-cost housing, and a dry dock, 
as well as the improvement of fisheries and 
forestry services, are included in the scheme 
which will extend over six years. 

PERU.--A_ new hydro-electric power 
station is to be set up near the mountain 
of Machu Picchu in the Cuzco area. The 
initial capacity will be 40,000kW. Plans for 
the station have been drawn up by Panedile 
Peruana SA a Peruvian affiliate of the 
Edison Group of Milan. The body respon- 
sible for this project is the Cuzco Recon- 
struction Corporation. . . . Empresas Elec- 
tricas Asociadas, the Swiss and _ Italian 
financed concern which runs the electricity 
supply industry in the Lima area, has an- 
nounced its plans for the expansion of the 
industry up to 1970. . . .

FEBLPEED PLUS 
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PHILIPPINES.—Nickel mines with a 
potential yield of 144} million tons, plus 
cobalt and chrome deposits, said to be worth 


$5,500m. are to be developed by the 
Bureau of Mines in Mindanao province. 
VIETNAM.—A 20-year plan for the 


development of the Mekong river basin, be- 
tween Cambodia and Thailand, has taken 
a major step forward by the agreement be- 
tween Japan and Vietnam to devote US 
$40m. to the building of a dam and power 
station at Denhim, some 50 miles west of 
Phan Rang, on the east coast. Five years 
ago the United Nations decided to develop 
the lower reaches of the Mekong, and 
negotiations with the Governments of Viet- 
nam, Laos, Cambodia and Thailand have 
now reached a state when this first project 
can be undertaken. Funds are to come from 
Japanese reparations for this first project, 
and five others are being investigated in de- 
tail. These are proposed power plants at 
Pamong, on the Laos-Thailand border; 
Sambo and Tonle Sap in Cambodia; Khone 
Falls near the borders of Laos, Vietnam and 
Cambodia; and Khemmarat, between Khone 
and Pamong. Engineer-in-charge of the 
hydro-electric programme is Lt.-General 
Raymond A. Wheeler, who directed the 
clearance of the Suez canal.

CANADIAN CONSTRUCTION 
HITS PEAK 
Concern Over Costs 


ME. TULLIS N. CARTER, president of 
the Canadian Construction Associa- 
tion predicted recently that construction 
volume in 1958 will be about the same as 
the 1957 record level of $6,900m. In a 
year-end message he added, however, that 
both in the United States and Canada con- 
struction figures for 1958 would be some- 
what inflated by the higher wage rates that 
in many cases had already been negotiated 
in long-term wage agreements. 
Increases in the prices of equipment and

some materials were also causing concern, 
he said, and it was essential that construc- 
tion costs be kept at levels ‘that will con- 
tinue to attract investors.’ 

Mr. Carter said the construction industry 
was Canada’s largest and the industry had 
increased its physical volume of work every 
year since the end of the Second World 
War. ‘In 1948 construction amounted to 
16.5 per cent. of our gross national product, 
but rose to 21.5 per cent. by 1956, he 
stated, ‘Well over 600,000 construction 
workers receive some §$2,250m. in pay 
cheques and install or use new materials and 
equipment worth over $3,500m.’ 

Mr. Carter also predicted that there would 
probably be considerable swings from one 
section of the construction industry to the 
other. ‘Road construction will increase and 
an easing in the tightness of money gives 
promise of larger municipal and housing 
construction programmes,’ he went on. 

The recent reduction in National Housing 
Act down payment requirements and the 
record immigration programme in 1957 
would increase the demand for housing.

Early Start on Speyside 
Village 


Wokrk is to begin in March on the new 

distillery and distillery village planned 
by American interests for Speyside. Plan- 
ning permission was given by Moray and 
Nairn Planning Committee on January 6 
and prospects for an early start are indica- 
ted. The site chosen is at Tornmore, half- 
way between Ardvie and Ballindalloch in 
the Spey Valley. 

Mr. John Mackie, director of Strathclyde 
and Long John Distilleries, Ltd., attended 
the hearing and conferences with Mr. 
Ronaid Cowan, the civil engineer in charge 
of the project. Inverness architect Lt.-Col.

The intention is to create a modern model 
community grouped around the new distil- 
lery and to ensure that the development is 
in keeping with the traditions of the area 
rather than an expression of contemporary 
design.

Main 
initial activity will be concentrated on road 
and access construction, and actual building 
of the new premises will follow later in the 
year.
